Indian Joe Barely Escapes 
Being Lynched. 


Only Nine Jurors Secured for the 
Trial of George Sontag. 


Still No Tidings Received from Mo- 
desto’s Missing Millionaire. 


A Sacrilegious Thief Loots the San Juan

San Dizao, Oct, 22.—|By the Associ- 
ated Press.| Indian Joe, now in cus- 
tody upon charges of the murder of Mr. 
and Mrs. Geiser at Otay last Sunday 
evening, was taken today to that place 
from this city for a preliminary exam- 
ination, in company with two other In- 
dians, charged with being accessories 
to the crime. The murderer barely 
escaped lynching at the hands of the 
neighbors of the murdered couple, who 


Officers at length prevailed on the mob 
to allow the law to take its course, as- 
suring them that. the evidence was of 
such a nature that a conviction would 
surely follow. 

The murderer ts suffering from the 
beating which he received at the hands 
of Freddy Riper, the fifteen-year-old 
boy who helped his aged father to se- 
cure the fiend at the time the murder 
was committed, and Joe’s death from 
the effects of his wounds for some time 
seemed probable. There are nearly 
thirty severe bruises upon his head, the 
latter being swollentothe size of a 
water pail. 


GEORGE SONTAG'S TRIAL. 


Only Nine Jurors Thas Far Secured—treat 
Interest in the Case. 

Fresno, Oct. 22.—[By the Associated 
Press.]| The work of securing a jury 
in the case of the People against 
George Conant, or Sontag, charged 
jointly with Chris Evans and John Son- 
tag withtrain robbery, was continued 
in Judge Holmes's court this morning. 
The courtroom was packed with specta- 
tors, many of whom were ladies. Thir- 
teen talesman were examined as to 
their fitness toserve as jurors in the 
case. Most of thém had fixed opinions 
as tB the guilt or innocence of the de- 
fendant. Nine jurors were secured up 
to noon. 

At the afternoon session nine tales- 
men were examined, but none of them 
were accepted. The usual questions 
were asked and nothing of interest was 
elicited. All of them had opinions as 
to the guilt or innocence of the defend- 
ant. The trial will be resumed Monday

AN APPARENT BACKDOWN. 


Russian Seizures of Sealer Sexnlers Made by an In- 


sane Orficer. 

Victoria (B..C.), Oct, 22.—[By the 
Associated Press.| Capt. Delaveron, of ’ 
the Russian cruiser Seadiakias, who has 
been making seizures of sealers, is said 
to have been pronounced insane by the 
Governor of Bering Island. He is also 
said to have been discharged from the 
Russian navy. Many sealing mer wel- 
come thisinformation as throwing a 
fiood of light On the situation. Others 
are inclined to be skeptical and say that 
finding its position untenable the Rus- 
sian government has ignominiously 
shifted the blame to the captain’s 

shoulders and pronounced him insane to 
avoid an international difficulty. 

Upon @ne point both parties are 
agreed, that the information from the 
Governor of Bering Island being true, 
the government of the Czar cannot avoid 
making restitution in full to the sealers.

A CYCLONE AT SEA 


Terrific Experience of the Liner La 
Touraine. 


Tossed About for Hours at the Mercy of 
the Storm—The Gale Succeeded 
by; Another One—Safe 
in Port. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

New York, Oct. 22.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| * Passengers on« the 
French steamer La Toufaine, which got 
in today, were glad to get ashore. ‘For 
nearly two days they were imprisoned 
below decks, while the vessel was tossed 
about up and down, hither and thither 
by a genuine cyclone. eee 

On Wednesday evening there cawe 
from the south a weird roaring whistle 
that told of the approach of a cyclone. 
The captain got the ships nose to the 
southward to receive the blow head on 
and she ploughed on at fullspeed. With 
a roar the storm struck her. The first 
shockof wind came upon the port bow. 
The wind seemed to come from every 
direction at once and the masts quiv- 
ered. The vessel's head swung un- 
steadily to the starboard and then back. 
The captain saw that the vessel had en- 
countered the edge of a cyclone. He 
ordered her spread reduced again and 
again until the indicator showed only 
eight knots. Toward midnight the 
storm turned the ship about, or nearly 
so. She got back ‘speedily into the 
wind, but had to fight for it. 

At 8 o'clock the storm began to 
abate, and by 4 o'clock the La Touraine 
resumed her, course,- At 2 o'clock 
Thursday afternoon a furious wind, 
though not so strong as that of the 
night before, struck the vessel ful! in 
the bow. The vessel pitched forward 
into the storm and for eleven 
hours, until 1 o'clock Friday morning, 
passed through almost the same trial as 
on the night before. The waves poured 
over the La Touraine’s bows, and at 
times splashed nearly as high as the 
top of the smokestacks, but the captain 
feared them less than those that chased 
across the vessel's quarter the night 
before. Toward Midnight the storm 
abated, and at 1 o’clock the next morn- 
ing it was all over.

GREAT FLOODS. 


Details of the Disaster in 
Sardinia. 


Scores of People Drowned—Hundreds 
of Houses Washed Away. 


Bodies of Sixty-three Victims Found 
by Searching Parties. 


Other Foreign News—Americans in China 
to He Compellied to Wear Tags— 
The Katser’s Little Daaghter 
Daly Christened. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Caouant, Oct. 22,—Further advices 
are received from various parts of Sar- 
dinia of damage and loss of life by the 
late storm and floods, which were more 
disastrous than any that ever before oc- 
curred on the island. It is believed 
that when telegraph communication is 
restored the loss of life will be found to 
be very heavy. Many houses were 
swept away and the inhabitants doubt- 
less drowned. 

It is estimated that not less than 200 
villagers of San Sprete were drowned. 
The flood swept through the village 
with sudden fury, and ina moment the 
streets became rivers that carried 
everything with them. Houses were 
whirled through the streets like corks, 
and the occupants did not have an 
opportunity to save themselves. Many 
were asleep when -the torrent came, 
and men, women and children were 
drowned before an effort could be made 
to save them. Half the village was 
swept away. The place is isolated and 
access to it difficult. 

Telegraphic communication with the 
San Sprete is partially restored, but no 
details of loss of overty have 
been learned. It can en from the 
eminence overlooking the place that 
half the houses have been ruimed and 
the destruction caused by the flood is 
general. 

Latex.--Reports say that sixty- -three 
victims’ bodies have been recovered 
and searching parties are actively 
prosecuting the work. The town hall 
and 800 houses were destroyed and 
fully one hundred persons were 
drowned, The damage inthe surround. 
ing country is immense. Troops have 
been sentto the scene to assist in the 
work of rescue. 


CHINA WILL RETALIATE. 


Americans inthe Flowery Kingdom Must 
Wear Tags. 

San Francisco, Oct. 22.—|By the As- 
sociated Press.} The War Kee, a Chi- 
nese newspaper published in this city, 
prints what purports to be a mail sum- 
mary of news from China by the last 
Among the articles was one 
believed to be inspired by the Chinese 
government, and to be in the nature of 
confidential instructions to Chinese con- 
suls in the United States, regarding the 
Geary registration law. The article, 
as translated, says: . 

China has plenty of wealth, plenty of 


‘guns and big ships-of-war of modern con- 


struction, and plenty of soldiers. China is 
not afraid of the United States and can 
cope with herin war. But China does not 
wantto fight with the United States, for 
there are so Many other means of retal- 
jation. 


It goes on to state that if the Chinese 


registration act is persisted in, 
China will insist that Americans 
resident in China shall register 


and wear tags on penalty of imprison- 
ment and expulsion. China will also 
impose a heavy tax on American im- 
ports, particularly flour and cotton. 


Great Fire at Hamburg. 

Hamacre, Oct..22.—The warehouse 
of.the Hamburg-American Packet Com- 
pany was burned this morning with its 
contents. A numberof firemen were 
seriously injured by a falling wall. 

The damage to the company’s ware- 
house is placed at 580.000 marks, in- 


surance 650,000 marks. The wharf of }

360,000 marks. The loss is divided 
among twenty-five insurance companies. 


Guards Carried Off by Smagglers. 

GrBraLtarR, Oct. 22.—A band of 
smugglars swooped downon the car- 
bineers’ station between Tarifa and 
Trafalgar and carried off eight carbin- 
eers who were detailed to prevent 
smuggling operations. The smugglers 
sacked the station and burned it. They 
then carried the guards off to the 
mountains and have not since been 
heard from. 


Victims of the Bokharra Disaster. 

Hoxe Kone, Oct. 22.—The steamer 
Ancona, which was dispatched to Sand 
Isiand, on which the steamer Bokhara 
was wrecked, has returned. She re- 
ports that the wreck is invisifie and 
that a strong monsoon is blowing. 
Fifty-three bodies of those lost have 
been recovered. 


A Cler gyman Sent to Prison. 

Loxpox, Oct. 22,+—Rev. tobert 
Baynes, honorary canon of the Church 
of England, 58 years old, who was ar- 
rested on a charge of indecently as- 
saulting a girlaged 10 years old, was 
today found guilty and sentenced to 
eighteen montos’ imprisonment.

Monenct (Arig.), Oct. 22.—| By the 
Associated Press.| Three Apaches, 
suppose l to be Kid's gang on the way 
back from Mexico into the reservation, 
were seen on Eagle Creek, about eight 
miles from Morenci, where they raided 
several Mexican wood camps and took 
a Mexican along with them to show 
them the trail over to the Turtle 
Cattle Company's horse camp, and snb- 
sequently let him go, warning him not 
to say anything or they wonld kill him. 
This was on Tuesday, October 18. On 
the 19th Albert, Bill Meyer and Jobn 
Gardiner, of the Turtle Cattle Company, 
started oytto get up a band of horses 
for a round-up, and at a point on the 
divide between Bonita and Eagle Creeks 
were and killed, presumably by 
the same Indians, as at the scene of the 
murder mocassin tracks were seen and 
rawhide horseshoes found. 

A man named Ben Parker, on his way 
from Morenci to Bonita, on the 20th, 
found the body of Bill Meyer near the 
treliand came back to report immedi- 
ately. A party was organized, and the 
nextday the two bodies were brought 
in. Thef were buried today. 

Both were shot through the heart. 
Gardiner's horse was killed and Bill 
Meyer's was found covered with blood. 
Their saddles and arms were taken 
away, butitis not known how many 
horses are missing. 

The Indians are doubtless now among 
the friendly Apaches on the reservation.

The Water Bonds—Something Must 
Be Done, 

Tue Times does not object, per se, to 
the ownership of the water works by the 
city, if their acquisition can be brought 
about in a business-like and satisfactory 
way. We have not primarily favored 
the plan of building the works by piece- 
meal, thus, perhaps, involving the city 
in needless litigation with companies 
already on the ground, which, indis- 
putably, have vested rights. We would 
not take away a vested right of person 
or corporation, or needlessly involve 
the city in expensive litigation. We 
have been predisposed toward the plan of 
having the City Water’ Company ac- 
quire the hill plant and furnish immedi- 
ate relief to those citizens whose straits 
have been generally conceded. But 
this we regarded as only a temporary 
step, looking to the turning over of the 
entire system to the citv at the expira- 
tion of the City Water Company’s lease, 
six years hence. 

To this end, we have delayed a final 


In one sense, it is unfortunate that 
this bond election is called in the midst 
of a political campaign, and so soon be- 
fore a general election. But the only 
harm that could come from holding the 
bond election at this inopportune time 
would be in a failure to elicit a pop- 
ular expression of the people on the’ sub- 
ject.

Should, however, a positive and satis- 
factory agreement regarding the hill 
system be consummated within_the nex! 
ten days, coupled with a guarantee of 
early relief to the suffering section, 
and an ultimate transfer, on fair terms.

Comparatively few readers, probably, 
ever heard much about Fernando Co- 
lumbus, the younger son of the great 
discoverer. This man was worthy of 
his more famous father, and is known in 
history asa man of wonderful learning 
and a very extensive traveler. It is a 
curious fact that there are no known 
descendants of Columbus left on earth. 
He hadtwo sons, one of whom, Don 
Diego, rose to distinction as anadmiral, 
and the other, Fernando, as a scholar. 
Fernando was a great traveler. He 
notonly thrice visited America, but 
subsequently traversed the whole of 
Europe and almost every accessible 
portionof Asiaand Africa. He appears 
to have been a profound scholar 
and a thoroughly good man. In bis 
will he stipulated that his l¥brary, 
containing 20,000 volumes, which he 
gave to the Cathedral of Seville, should 
be free tothe people, and it isso to 
this day. From books iu this coll@ction 
the late Washington Irving obtained a 
considerable portion of the informa- 
tion on which his “Life of Columbus’’ 
was founded. The following quaint 
epitaph, almost obliterated by time, ap- 
pears upon the tablet which marks the 
site ot his tomb: 

“What does it profit me to have 
sprinkled the whole world with my 
sweat; to have three times crossed to 
the new world discovered by my father; 
to have embellished the shores of the 
tranquil Guadalquiver and preferred my

The 
exéfcises of the dedication of the Iowa 
and Massachusetts buildings occurred 
this morning, and this aftesnoon New 
York, Ohio and Rhode Island dedicated 
their buildings. 

The lowa dedication. was enlivened 
by the presence of 3000 State troops 
who fired a salute as the Governor's 
party entered the grounds. James O. 
Crosby, president of the Towa commis- 
sion, turned over the building to Gov. 
Boies, who, in tugn delivered it to the 
Exposition management. Then, after 
adedicatory poem, Judge Leeds deliv- 
ered a historical oration. 

The dedication of the Ohio State 
building brought .ont the entire State 
Legislature, all the State officers, the 
Ohio Historié¢al Society and 2000 State 
militia. It took.sevénty-five carriages 
to convey the dignitaries to the grounds. 
The State troops marched as an escort 
to Gov. McKinley and staff to Twenty- 
second street and proceeded by train 
the rest ofthe way. When the grounds 
were reached speeches were made by 


tor Briceand Capt. W. W. Peabody, 
president of the Board of State Mana- 


gers. 
New York dedicated its magnificent 
building thisafternoon.. an exact 
reproduction of the magnificent old Van 
Rennsselaer mansion at Albany, and is 
in the old colonial style. Many dis- 
tinguished people participated in or 
were present at the exercises. After 
music and prayer, the dedication began 
with the formal assignment of 
the building to exposition uses by 
Hon. Chauncey M. Depew as president 
of the board of managers of the New 
York State exhibit. He made an elo- 
quent speech. Then came the accept- 
ance of the building by Director-General 
Davis, and next addresses by Gov. 
Flower and Archbishop Corrigan. The 
dedication poem by W. H. McElroy fol- 
lowed, and music by Sousa’s Marine 
Band brought the dedication to a close. 
The dedication of the large substan- 
tial-looking Kansas building opened 
with prayer by Rev. Dr- Miller. Then 
the famous Modoc Club that sang at the 
Centennial in 1876 ‘Hail, Happy 
Kansas.’’ Then A. J. Felt delivered a 
short address, followed by music. 
Then came an address by George 
Winans, superintendent of Kansas 
schools; one by Martin Mohen, Kansas 
Commissioner of. Agriculture, and by 
Mrs. Lewis Houbach, one of the board 
of lady managers. Judge Alfred H. 
White delivered the dedicatory address. 
The picturesque Massachusetts build- 
ing, a reproduction of the old Hancock 
>olonial manison in Boston, the home of 
one of the signers of the Declaration of 
Independence, was dedicated with due 
ceremony. E. C. Hovey. the State com- 
missioner, ina brief speech turned the 
building over to Gov. Russell, who 
made a brief speech in response, and 
returned the building to Mr. Hovey, as 
ecutive commissioner. 
The dedicatory exercises at the little 
Rhode Island building: began at 2 
o'clock this afternoon. Commissioner 
G. C. Sims, chairman of the Building 
Committee,.made the opening speech 
and delivered the keys to Gov.

Celebrations Like That of Columbus 
Day Helps the Town. 


Some Extracts from Prof. Keyes'’s Bril. 
liant Oration—The Valley Aunt’s 
Season Opens—Chuarch Services 


The celebration in Pasadena on Friday 
far exceeded all previous efforts in this di- 
rection, whicn goes to show that the town 
is livelier and more progressive than ever 
before. While an event like this entails 
much hard work and no pay, the commun- 
ity, asa whole, profits thereby, and when 
itis allover everybody is impressed with 
the idea that something has been gained 

In a country like this an annual féte day 
is practicable and proves the best kind of 
an advertisement forthe town. The near- 
est approach to this in Pasadena is the 
tournament of roses, given each New 
Year's day under the auspices of the. Val. 
ley Hunt, and if the idea was enlarged 
upon and carried out on as liberal a scale 
as was the flower festival at Santa Barbara, 
Pasadena would be that much more widely 
advertised. 

In this connection it is eminently proper 
to bestow all possible credit upon the hand- 
ful of citizens who invariably come to the 
front on sach occasions as’ these, do all the 
work, share the responsibility, and swal. 
low all sorts of caustic criticism, volun- 
teered by those who stand by and do noth. 
ing. The success of Friday’s celebration is 
largely due to the untiring efforts of R. 
Williams and M. H. Weig“t, who were ably 
seconded by F. P. Boynton, N. S. Bangham 
and a majority of the members of the gen- 
eral committee, 

PROF. KEYES'S COLUMBUS DAY ORATION. 

“In every city from that towering 
steepled center of the Western hemisphere 
which men call Chicago to the communities 
which lie upon the gcean-kissed borders of 
this newer world, audiences are gathered 
tocelebrate this day. The chief magistrate 
of the Nation has declared it festival. The 
governors of all the States have proclaimed 
itholidavy. Inevery town throughout the 
land, bells are rung, cannons are fired, an- 
vils peal forth their rounds, songs are sung, 
flags are waved, martial music fills the air. 
manly forms parade the streets, fair young 
faces bespeak the interest of youth, while 
the silvery dome and wrinkled front of age 
declare the devotion of the elders, until we 
may well ask, what does all this mean?’ 
These were the opening words of Prof. C. 
H. Keyes’s oration at the Tabernacle on 
Columbus Day, which is universally con- 
ceded to be one of the most masterly ora- 
torical efforts ever heard in Pasadena. 

In studying int8thetrue significance of 
the day, the speaker csteemed it not so 
much to glorify the name or immortalize 
the fame of the Genoese sailor, but rather 
one of thanksgiving to the Providence that 
gave us Christopher Columbus—which gives 
us in every age the bold, adventurous 
soul, which will not be satisfied with the 
old, but seeks ever for the new. ‘‘Imagin- 
ation’’ was styled the taculty of all human 
progress, which idea was forcibly illus- 
trated. A feature of the oration was the 
reading of Joaquin Miller's **The Voyage,"’ 
which was rendered with splendid elocu- 
tionary effect that aroused intense enthu- 
siasm. 

The speaker then proceeded to review the 
results that Columbus made possible, con. 
fining himself largely to the accomplish- 
ments cf the last century. The Declara- 
tion of Independence ard the struggle of 
the early colonists to attain to a condition 
of ideal liberty, and the subsequent perpet- 
uation of the fruits of their striving in the 
adoption of the Constitution of the United 
States were graphically pictured. The 
strife of the sixties was forcibly portrayed, 
and the succeeding twenty years of angry 


strife ' by the belligerent non-combat- 
ants as forcibly condemned. ‘And 
now to many,’’ continued Mr. Keyes, ‘‘the 
summit seems reached. The infant 
of 1776 has become the power 
of 1892. 


The little country lying beside 
the Atlantic has spread out to 3,600,000 
square miles. Instead of 3,000,000 of 
people in bondage and free, we now number 
over 60,000,000 of free men.’ It was 
predicted that “the day must come when 
this great Republic will be bounded on the 
north by the Arctic ocean, on the east by 
the Atlantic, on the west by the Pacific and 
on the south by the commingled waters of 
both oceans bearing the commerce of the 


world through the Panama Canal."’ 


In referring to the ‘belligerent non.com- 
batants,"’ the speaker said: ‘‘They do not 
represent Republican sentiment, they do 
not represent Democratic sentiment, they 
do not represent American sentiment. 
They simply represent a miserable coterie 
of fleas upon the body politic and patriotic. 
Heaven help us toa large and efficient sup- 
ply of political insect powder that we may 

e relieved of their presence.’’ Another 
evil which the speaker thought must be 
averted by wise and persistent effort is 
one that grows out of the indis- 
criminate exercise of the suffrage-right 
among us. The remedy lies in the educa- 
tionof thepeople. Practically unrestricted 
immigration was mentioned as another 
of the evils thatstare usin the face. ‘This 
country. must cease to be the dumping- 
ground of all Europe.’’ As a closing evil 
that must.be eliminated before the countrv 
can be truly prosperous was mentioned the 
tendency toward arraying the. people in 
unnatural lines of political battle. This 
wiil mean doing away with the conditions 
that now make it almost impossible for any 
but a rich mantoenter upon the most im- 
portant walks of public life. 

“Now, fellow-citizens,"’ said the speaker 
in closing, ‘have we not found great occa- 
sion for the pride that swells up in every 
breast and prompts to the glad celebration 
of this our great national holiday? Have 
we not found ample inspiration for lofty 
thought and noble action? Have we not 
found great reason for the faith that our 
Coiumbia must grow in vigor and influence 
until it shall have become the scene ef the 
climax of man’s earthly development?

The trial of Superintendent G. E. Thur- 
mond for altering the record of the connty 
Board of Education was called before Po- 
lice Judge Wheaton vesterday afternoon at 
2 o'clock. Quite a number of prominent 
people of the county were present either 
as witnesses or interested spectators. 
James Barker, the prosecutor, was the first 
witness called. City Attorney Capt. Mc- 
Nulta appeared for the people and Judge 
Thomas for defendant. Mr. Barker testi- 
fied that he wasamember of the County 
Board of Education, and as such had to do 
with the issuing of certificates to teachers. 
On looking over the record of the certia- 
cates @ G. E. Knepper and George L. Les- 
lie he doubted the right of the board to is- 
sue them certificates without examination, 
as the words ‘and life'' did not appear on 
the record as having been granted by the 
State of Minnesota, where they hailed 
from. 

In discussing this matter with others he 
had talked with C. A. Thompson, of the 
Beers of Trustees of this city. Thev 
togeMer went to the Courthouse and looked 
at the record, Mr. Thompson making acopy 
of the record in so far asit related to those 
two gentlemen. Mr. Barcer testified that 
he himself had previously made a copy of 
the record, which was preduced and put in 
evidence. In accordance with his idea of 
the matter he had introcuced a resolution 
that no certificate should de issued to either 
Prof. Knepper or Leslie without examina- 
tion until they should offer credentials suf- 
ficient to warrant such action. The resolu- 
tion was adopted. At asubsequent meet- 
ing, on looking over the record, he found 
the words ‘‘and life’ had been added to the 
records of both the certificates of Knepper 
and Leslie. He mentioned this fact to 
Swan, another member of the board, when 
Superintendent Thurmond gotangry and 
called him a liar. 

Mr. Thomas cross-examined Mr. Barker 
closely, but did not shake his testimony. 
C. A. Thompson of the Board of Trustees of 
the Santa Barbara schools was the next 
witness, corroberating Mr. Barker in re- 
gard to the record and the addition of the 
words ‘‘and life’ tothe record of the two 
certificat s. He also took a copy of the 
record before the words were. added and it 
was putin evidence. 

The case was still unfinished at the time 
of the train leaving. 

The whole matter seems to have grown 
out of the fact whether or not Prof. 
Knepper and Leslie are entitled to certifi- 
cates without examination This of course 
these gentlemen can so far as they are con. 
cerned, satisfy tbe public by producing 
their certificates, which they will doubtless 
do at the proper time. 

In the meantime it looks a little unpleas- 
ant for Superintendent Thurmond, but no 
one desires to condemn him unbeard.

The Deadly Coral Snake—The Mark- 
ings of the Vipers, 


The Giant Bushmaster and the Fer de 
Lance—Classification of Snakes—A 
Tabulated Exhibit of the 
“Varmint” Tribe,

As we find every color of the rainbow 
ased by nature in the adornment of 
biris.and insects, so among the ser- 
pents do we meet with the same lavish- 
ing oftints, not less striking in  brill- 
lancy of contrast, not less subtle in har- 
monious blending of shades, not less 
delicate in tracery of pattern. All the 
bright hues ofthe leaves and flowers of 
the forest in their perfection of life, all 
the sombre fadedness of their withering 
and death have their counterparts in 
the coat of the gliding snake accord- 
ingly as he makes his home among the 
flowering glories above, or beneath, 
amidstithe moulderings of .their decay. 

But it is in the tropics, where plant 
and animal life find their highest ex- 
pression, thatthe serpent is clothed in 
the richest beauty. The coral snakes 
of South America and Africa are ar- 

yed in scarlet and black and white 
and carmine and yellow. 

These lovely but deadly little creat- 
ures live in the groud, where they pur- 


sue the harmless burrowing snakes, on | 


which they feed; but may sometimes be 
found wandering about on the surface 
in theevening or early morning, and 
might easily be mistaken for a varie- 
gated coral necklace. | 
There is a story told at Martinique of 
two sailors who made this mistake, and 
paid for it with their lives. They had 
gone ashore at Fort de France, and set 
out for a morning walk in the country. 
By the roadside they saw what appeared 
to be a coral necklace, dropped, as they 
thought, by some native girl. They 
picked it up and were surprised to find 
it to be a little sluggish snake, not 
thicker thana lead pencil. As it moved 
slowly through their fingers and didn’t 
seem to be at all irritable, they first ad- 
mired its brilliant scarlet black and 
white rings and finally determined to 
carry it back to theship toshow to 
their comrades. On the way it bit them 
both. Then they killed it and sat down 
in the same place, thinking that the 
effects of the poison of so small a rep- 
tile would soon passoff. About midday, 
however, they were both found life- 
less, with the coral snake lying dead 
close by. 
The tree snakes have among them 
every shade of green and azure, of pur- 
le and gold and pearl; rivaling the 
auty of the gorgeous humming-birds

and of the butterflies as ‘they glide 


about among the flowers in the sun- 
shine. The rattlesnakes and other 
vipers, as well as the great boas and py- 
thons, are arrayed in more sober hues of 
black and brown and yellow, so nicely 
blended that itis often difficult to tell 
where one endsand the other begins. 
Not only is there a wonderful variety 
in their colors, but there is also a three- 
fold difference in the texture of the 
surface through which the coloring is 
apparent. In the coral snakes, the 
tree snakes and the ordinary harmless 
ground snakes, the scales are very re- 
flective of light, i. e., they appear as if 
varnished and show brilliantly the tints 
beneath inherent in the skin. In the 
boa and python family they are only 
partially reflective, being polished but 
not so perfectly, for they are irides- 
cent, showing the colors beneath, but 
with every hue of the rainbow piaying 
over the resplendent surface. This 
may be seen in the boa-constrictor, 
when lying in the sun; but particu- 


larly in the small South American boa, | 
. Epicrates cenchris, a specimen of which 


at Central Park last year was on this 
account called by the keepers the rain- 
bow snake. 

Now, in the vipers, as the rattlesnake, 
the fer de lance, the copperhead, the 
bushmaster and others, the surface is 
neither polished nor iridescent; being 
entirely absorbent of light, seeming as 
if every scale of the back were covered 
with a velvet, whose plush is so fine as 
to be almost undiscernible. Thus it will 
be understood that while we have in the 
serpent world every tint of color in the 
spectrum there are three kinds of sur- 
face from which these colors are given 
out, viz: (1) the polished, as in the 
deadly elapidaz, or coral] snakes, and in 
the ordinary harmless snakes; (2) the 
iridescent as in the powerful boas and 
pythons; and (3) the absorbent or vel- 
vet as in the poisonous vipers. With 
very few exceptions these qualities are 
confines to the classesnamed. 

Now, as isalso the case with birds 
and other animals, the characteristic 
coloration of each species of snake is 
determined by the natural photography 
of the lights and shadows of its habit- 
ual abode, not so much the abode of 
particular individuals as the general 
resting place of the species. Those 
that live among the verdant foliage of 
trees and vines are either wholly or 
partially of a like hve, and hence are 
often passed unnoticed. A small, but 
very beautiful, whip snake in South 
Africa is entirely of a vivid green, 
while the boom-slang, another tree 
snake of the same country, is covered 


with green scales on a groundwork of 
purple. Ofthe South American tree 
snakes, two of them bear the name of 
lora or parrot snake on account of their 
greenness. They live among the rich 
foliage of the forest rivers, but mostly 
in open spots where the sunshine plays 
freely om every leafand flower. One of 
these, the lovely green lora—Ahaftulla 
Julgida—is entirely of a metallic green. 
The scarcely-less beautiful golden lora 
is green on the back, golden along the 
sides and pearl beneath. 

In strange contrast with this gorge- 
ous coloring is the sober gray and 
brownish drab of the bejuco dryiophis 
acuminata. But who could expect 
better with his surroundings, for his 
home is among the sun-embrowned 
bushes of the plains and barren hill- 
sides; and hence he is like the half- 
withered twigs among which he lives. 
His name in Spanish signifies bush-rope 
and it seems to fit him admirably as to 
length and thinness as well as to color, 
for while he is not thicker than a cigar- 
ette he is five feet long and might easily 
be taken for a twining. vine-stalk. 
Oftentimes the negresses in the West 
Indies in gathering peas for dinner un- 


has been known to measure thirteen 
and a half feet in igngth, even though 
you pass withi w feet‘of his living 
death-spring. Ol the withered debris 
beneath the branches of the lofty 
balata, when its rich fruit is 
dropping in ripeness to the earth, 
there will you find him, snugliv 
sleeping or watchfully waiting for the 
timid agouti that, heedless of danger, 
feeds in his vicinity. The dead leaves 


.about are of a chocolate brown; so is. 


he. Some are patched with black; s0 
ishe. The general coloring of the 
place is confused; so is his. The de- 
caying vegetable refuse is wrinkled and 
rough in surface; so aiso his skin (un- 
like that of other snakes. which is gen- 
erally more or less smooth) has the 
scales raised in knobby protuberances 
like the excrescences on the rind of a 
pineapple. This great, brown viper, 
without doubt the largest deadly snake 
in the world, has his back spanned by 
numerous black saddles, all the way 
from head totail. He would be easy to 
see were he anywhere else and stretched 
outs but coiled up here among the dead 
ieaves.of the dark forest his pattern is 
a jumbied mass, like the rubbish about

wittingly take him in their hands, and 
although they know ke is harmless, 
never fail to signalize the occurrence by 
screaming loudly andrushing into the 
house. 

The long and graceful macheta of 
Venezuela, who haunts the bushes by 
the river banks to hunt the frogs that 
hide among the water lilies, is greenish 
black above like the well-nourished 
branches around him, and like the rip- 
ened leaves that turn yellow before they 
fall he also is ornamented with the same 
color beneath and along his sides. 

Everyone will have noticed that the 
eyes of the frog have a peculiar golden 
hue near the upper part ofthe pupil, as 
if the rays of the sunshine were re- 
flected there from the waters by whose 
brink he sits. ‘Tis curious that the 
macheta which haunts the same locali- 
ties should have hiseyes exactly similar 
with just the same tinge of gilding 
above the pupil. Should you chance 
to see his head only sticking up among 
the floating leaves of the lotus you 
would have some difficulty in deciding 
whether it was the head ofa frog or 
not. Wemay well wonder how many 
countless ages these snakes nrust have 
watched for frogs by the river banks 
until the glints of the sunshine have 
been painted upon their eyes as they 
undoubtedly bear them today. 

Of those which might be most aptlv 
called grass snakes such as our garter 
snake and the crucifer of South Africa, 
most of them are marked in stripes 
longitudinally with darker gray or 
brown, very similar at first sight to 
long curved streamers of reeds or 
coarse grass lying prostrate and wither- 
ing in the sun by hedgerew or river 
bank. Yet it is not the green leaves, 
the withered twigs and half-dried grass 
alone that have given their coloring to 
the snakesthat abide amidst them. 
Let us go where there is no sunshine 
and we = shall find a corresponding 
change in their hues. 

In the gloomy forests of tropical 
America the ground beneath the lofty 
trees is covered with fallen leaves, with 
rotting sticks and seed pods broken and 
decaying, forming a carpet of brown 
mottled with gray andblack. Faraway 
above, the foilage of the tree-tops 1s 
interlaced so that to this lower region 
the bright rays of the sunlight seldom 
penetrate. In vain here you will look 
for snakes of green and gold and purple 
with polished scales and nimble move- 
ments. These are creatures of the sun-

light, while here is the abode of gloom, 


a waste of decay and death. This is 


the peculiar dominion of the slow-mov- 
ing kinds—the. deadly vipers and the 


giant boas. 


As it is difficult in the noonday-glare 
to see the green-tree snake lying 
among bright leaves and flowers, so 
here in the shade, coiled up on his own 


camping-ground, it is. equally hard to 


him. Although he vibrates lis tail like 
the rattlesnake, yet it sometimes hap- 
pens that the first warning the unfor- 
tunate hunter gets of his proximity is 
when his foot strikes against the deadly 
coil. 

The fer de lance and the diamond rat- 
tlesnake live in similar situations, and 
if stretched out theirsombre markings 
are regular enough in arrangements, 
but when coiled the pattern is broken 
and irregular like the coloring of the 
places whereon they lie. Thus they 
also are very difficult to see. For the 
former especially, the West Indian and 


; South American hunter must needs keep 


an anxious eye. He frequents river 
banks, is quick to strike and slow to 
move when approached. I know of an 
instance in Venezuela where a hunter, 
in gathering material forthe camp-fire, 
picked up one by accident, mistaking 
him for one of the rotten sticks among 
which he lay, nor did he discover the 
escape he had hadtill he had already 


thrown him on the pile he had ready to 
Carry away. 
| for, as it attacked the snake, it received 


His dog wasnot so lucky 


a bite from which death ensued in about 
ten minutes. 

Now, as we have said, the vipers are 
generally marked with gray and brown- 
ish black and yellow; yet this is not 
universally so. There are exceptions 
worth noting, occurring chiefly among 
the East Indian Islands, where heat and 
moisture combined give vegetation an 
unusual greenness and vigor. Here it 
is remarkable that many deadly vipers 
live, not on the ground among the with- 
ered leaves, as their kindred do gener- 
ally, but aloft in the branches; and 
these, as wé ‘would naturally expect, 
are colored accordingly. The deadlv 
trimeresurus of Java is entirely of a 
metallic green, while some of his near 
relations, which also frequent the trees, 
are ornamented with variations of 
green and yellow or green and purple. 

Thus among the rich foliage we have 
seen the tree snakes green; others we 
have noticed gray striped longitud- 
inally like streamers of half dried grass; 
the vipers that live on the forest floor 
are colored like it, while those that 
live among the leafy green branches 
take on similar tints. So we see that 


each is colored by the light he lives in. 
Surrounding nature photographs her- 
self in his skin; but we shall probably 
never know how many cycles of ages it 
has taken to perfect the work. 


Let us go now into still deeper shade 


—into the darkness of the rocky cavern 


in the forest, where the mantling vines 


over its door make a perpetual night, 


or let us look into the spacious cham- 
bers beneath the roo of the huge 
trees, where, in gloomy solitude, the 


great boa constrictor makes his home. 


You can hardly see him there, for he is 
a mass Of dark brown, very unlike the 
bright snakes of the sunshine, different, 


too, from the venomous vipers that lie. 


upon the sere leaves outside, in that he 
is darker still as becomes his abode; 
and notice, too, how he is traced with 
curious chainlike markings, perhaps 


from the dull reflection ot the tangling, 


roots that drape his darksome bed- 


echamber. 


Yet take him out to the light, take 
him to where some opening in the for- 
est-roof may let the beams of sunlight 
downto play upon his scales, and in- 
stantly over all this dull brownness he 
becomes robed in a misty veil of beanty 
giowing with every hue of the rainiiiw. 
As he moves the greenish-blue changes 
to coppery-purple, then to red and vio- 
let, and againto blue and green. until 
he seems like a tiving rainbow lying 
among the forest leaves. With every 
bend of his body the wondrous colors 
change and vanish and reappear, glim- 
mering over the scales, clothing him 
with iridescent light. 

Only those who have seen the boa 
constrictor in the sun can realize this 
almost unearthly beauty. Yake him 
again mto the shade.of the for- 
est and all the play of  tran- 
scient loveliness is over, leaving 
him again only a duil brown, varied 
with lighter marks and patches, not un- 
like the great entangled chains of 
gnarled roots andtwisting vines, whose 
lichens and mosses smudge them with 
pale and dark variegations until it 


seems difficult to make out which is boa) 


and which is vine or root. 
There is astory known all-over Col- 


umbia, Verezuela and Guiana, and per- 
haps. wherever this snake is found, 
which illustrates this striking similarity 
of marking. 


A wearied’ hunter came 


discern the giant bush-master, whicpunmexpectedily te @ river which he 


wanted to cross, but not finding it possi- 
ble to do so he lighted his pipe and sat 
on what he took for a twisted tree root, 
to consider the matter. As he knocked 
the ashes out of his pipe some of the 
fire fell beside him, whereupon his seat 
suddenly moved from beneath him and 
left him spraWiing among the leaves. 
The loud hiss of the disappearing boa 
constrictor plainly told him upon what 
he had sat. - 

That the depth of coloring in the 
same species is varied by the light in 
which the individuals live is evident. I 
have always found that boas from the 
dry, sandy _ where vegetation is 
scant and shade imperfect, are much 
lighter than those from the darker 
shadows of the rank luxuriance of deep 
mountain valleys or low-lying river 
banks. 

The puff adder of South Mfrica from 
the forest grown kloofs of Kat-berg 
where rank leaf-tangies or far-reaching 
caverns beneath overhanging rocks 
afford him a domain abounding in ab- 
ruptness of darkness and light, bears 
upon bis back the impress of both, for 
his ground color is a rich velvet black, 
yet pencils of the sunbeam have touched 
him too, leaving their photographs in a 
succession of half moonsof golden yel- 
low all the way down his back from 
head to tail. The striking contrast be- 
tween the depths of his black and the 
tich brightness of his yellow§ is a sub- 
ject of admiration for all who see the 
mountain po adder. And stilt his 
brother of the plains by the sea, or per- 
haps his offspring who has wandered 
there, is as different from him as are 
the places of their abode. In the moun- 
tains, lights are\bright and shadows 
deep, but on the low lands, where half 
starved plant life makes shade imper- 
fect, the lines of light and darkness are 
not so sharply divided. Hence the low- 
land puff adder isdull in coler; his back 
has a washed-out look and the yellow is 
dirty, although the specific pattern has 
not changed im the slightest. In the 
same country, but high up on the moun- 
tains, where trees fail to grow, and 
only gray rocks jut out from barren 
slopes, lives the cerastes or horned 
adder. 

So he, too, takes his color fr6m his 
dwelling place. His beauty is gray 
like the lichen-grown stones. 

The comparative dullness or vividness 
of a snake’s appearance is also largely 
dependent on the changing of the skin. 
Before shedding the old coat, which is 
done many times a year, the colors are 
muddy and indistinct, and in the boa 
the iridescence disappears. But when, 
leaving the cast-off slough behind him, 
he walks out in his new dress, then 
every beauty is at its best. In death 
the iridescence, disappears and the 
colors fade, nor is there any known 
method of restoring the lost lovliness 
or preventing its dissipation. 

In regard to the puittern in which the 
tints are arranged, nature seems to 
have two distinci tendencies, namely, 
to the longitudinal and to the trans- 
verse. In the former there are stripes 
or spots in lines from head to tail, 
while in the latter the snake is what 
we may call ringed. Even in those 
which appear uniform or irregularly 
spotted this tendency to either arrange- 
ment may be detected when the snakes 
are young or by holding up the skin to 
the light. 


' Now, it is a fact worth-moting that as 


snakes are poisonous and non-poisonous 
so the pattern generally follows this di- 
vision, and is tranverse tongitudinal 
accordingly. There are two classes of 
deadlv snakes, the elapidw, which in- 
cludes coral snakes and cobras, and the 
vipers, to which belong all the other 
deadly snakes of the world, such as rat- 
tlesnakes, puff adders, moccasins and 
copperheads. ‘There are also two great 
classes of non-venomous snakes, the 
family of the boas andthat of the or- 
dipary harmless snakes. It is curious to 
note how the vipers approach the beas 
and the elapidie the common harmless 
snakes, as if they had sprung from two 
distinct sources of life-origin. 

A consideration of the accompanying 
table of relative characteristics will be 
instructive as showingthis. It is true 
there are some species which seem to 
diverge from these characters in cer- 
tain points, but still this division is en- 
tirely in accord with the typical classes 
named, and is founded not on any 
theory but on hard facts as they exist 
inthe bosom of nature herself. Na- 
ture does not permit of arbitrary di- 
visions, but still she always works ina 
certain regular method; anditis by a 
knowledge of the regularties first, and 
of the exceptions and their reasons 
afterward, that we can best attain toa 
true knowledge of her doings around us.

The boys 
are taught to make mattresses, to cane 
chairs, and if they have ear and prain 
enough to be tuners, there are rodels 
by which they may become familiar 
with the anatomy of the piano. The 
girls learn to knit and sew by hand and 
on machines; they embroider and make 
coarse lace and are also taught cooking 
on little gas stoves. Not long ago one 
of them hadto go home because her 
mother was ill, and on her return she 
was heard to say, halfin joke and half 
inearnest: ‘“ltwasabadday for me 
when I learnt to cook, for I was kept at 
it-all.the time.”’

pations followed up by pupils after they 


leave the school gives some curious 
reading. One of the tuners in Stein- 
way’s warerooms is a graduate, and 
another was for years the organist of 
Dr.: Howard Crosby’s church.

ATTACK ON UNITED STATES OFFICIALS. 

The fact that» Premier Macfarlane 
lately made an attack on United States 
Minister, Hon. John L. Steyens, gives

THE LEGISLATURP. 

After several weeks of indolence the 
vegislature is again at work, with the 
new Cabinet at its head, The Commit- 
tee on Wavs and Means, appointed to 
fil the place of the late Widemann Cab- 
inet, has resigned; but as yet the new 
Cabinet has not come forward with a 
policy, other than a general promise to 
scale down the entire appropriation 
bill on its third reading. A fifteen-per- 
cent. bill has been passed, which is 
virtually a fifteen-per-cent. tariff placed 
on all governmént supplies which can 
be purchased cheaper in the United 
States than of Honolulu merchants. 

OPENING OF HONOLULU HARBOR. 

The dredging contract held by the 
liisdon Iron Works of San Francisco to 
clear the entrance of Honolulu Harbor 
has been completed, and the harbor is 
now open to the largest ships afloat,

rHE WRECK OF THE WILLIAM A. CAMPBELL, 
On the morning of September 20 a 
ship’s boat containing eleven ship- 
wrecked men in an exhausted and starv- 
ing condition reached Kauhane, on the 
Puna coast of the island of Hawaii. 
They were a partof the crew of the 
American ship William A. Campbeli, 
end had been at sea 
during twenty-four days, during which 
time they had rowed ahd sailed 2800 
miles from’ the scene of the wreck. 
They were cared for by the American 
Consul atdiilo, Hawaii, and were after- 
ward brought to Honolulu by the U. S.

twelve men of the crew of the ill-fated 
vessel, together with thecaptain’s wife 
and baby.

We were heading SSE., and all 
hands were called to shorten sails and 
trim the vards to run before the wind, 
but before this could be done the hurri- 
cane struck us from the west, and as 
soon aS the sheets were’ started 
ifthe sails blew to ribbons. The 
force. of the wind was terrible, 
and a scene of confusion and 
horror followed. The masts began to 
vo by the board; first the fore-top gal- 
lant and roval masts, then the jibboom 
and the main-top gavant. and royal 
masts with their stavs and yards. The 
sea now broke in fury over the ship; 
the spars on deck were washed from 
their lashings: they soon started the 
fore and aft decks, and caused the lee

A COMPLETE WRECK. 
It was now after 4 o'clock, and we 
made an attempt to bring the ship be- 


fore the wind, asthe hurricane was now 


blowing at its hight; but this was un- 


successful, as the fallen masts were foul 
| of the fore vards. It was a sad sight; 
| we now had only the mizzen lower top- 


sail and spanker saiistanding, and Capt. 
Havener gave orders to cut the fore- 
trast; but the attempt failed, owing to 


the deluge of water continually on the 
deck, Our mizzen mast now went by 
the board; the main top mast was cut 


away and an attempt to cut the main 
mast failed. Our hearts failed with it. 
There was no further hope. The ship 
was laboring to her death.

LEAVING THE SHIP. 

All hands were mustered—all but one 
—and he, a Chilean, poor fellow, had 
doubtiess been washed to his death un- 
heeded during the turmoil. The cap- 


tain’s wife, with her babe in her arms, 
bore up bravely and gave us all fresh 
courage in thistrying hour. We could 
not leave the ship until the gale abated 
nore and the sea went down, which 
would not be for several hours; in the 
meantime we managed to keep the 
head of the ship better to the 
sea by hoisting the head of the 
spanker on the stub of the mizzen 
mast. During the storm both the sec- 
ond mate and myself were'severely in- 
jured; the second mate having 
two ribs broken by the wheel, 
and myselt having two broken 
also, by being thrown against the 
rail by ~@- heavy sea. By noon 
on August 27 the boats were provis- 
ioned for twenty-two days and we leit 
the ship. Both boats were short of 
Water, owing to the tanks being de- 
stroyed; but we took what'water there 
was in the donkey engine and divided it, 
with the wine and bottled beer aboard, 
between the boats. As the vessel was 
loaded with lumber she would not sink; 
the captain, therefore, determined to 
burn her, and set her afire in the cabin 
after ordering the men to the boats. 
In the large boat were the captain, his 


wife and baby, a year old, and twelve 
men; inthe smaller boat were myself 
andten men. Before leaving the ship 
we agreed to steer for the latitude of 
Hilo, Hawaii, 2000 miles distant, and 
to keep the boats together as long as 
possible; but as my boat was short of 
provisions, owing to an oversight, we 
parted company the second day out, 
hoping to reach land before our provis- 
ions gave out, as my boat was a faster 
sailer than the captain’s. After leav- 
ing the captain we headed fora sup- 
posed group of islands which we marked 


on the chart as being in latitude 17° N., 
and about longitude 128°, 
A STRUGGLE FOR LIFE. 

From the start I put all hands on 
short allowance—two gills of water and 
three sea biscuit a day, with tinned 
meat at breakfast and canned fruit at 
supper. Until we reached the latitude 
of the supposed islands we had fine 
weather andi fair winds; but we saw no 
land, we only found indications of iand 
in longitude 127°. However, on Sep- 
tember 8, the seventh day out, in the 
evening we thought we sighted land,

Two days after another 
observation showed we were about 215 
miles from land, and in those who were 
not too much exhausted a spark of hope 
revived. The next day mv observation 
showed we were 135 miles from land, 
but glas! we were in a terrible condi- 
tion, for scuvvy had now attacked us 
all, and ‘two of the men were near 
death's door, while three others were 
failing rapidly.

Timely Warning of the National 
Chairman. 


A Call to Republicans to Make Sure 
of Harrison’s Election.

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ANOTHER DEATH. 


Additional Details of Friday 
Night’s Disaster. _ 


Death of Gilbert Christian at the 
Receiving Hospital Yesterday. 


Lillian Rapp the Only Girl Who 
Was Killed. 


How the Body Oame to Be Identified as 
That ‘of Agrita C»hn—The Inquest 
Commenced — Statements of 
an Eye-witness. 


Never before in the history of the 
city has such a gioom been thrown over 
its inhabitants. The terrible slaughter 
at the fireworks in front of the electric 
powerhouse at the foot of Sixth street 
night before last was the general topic 
of conversation among all classes all 
day yesterday, and the deepest sympa- 
thy for the unfortunates and their 
friends and relatives was expressed 
among rich and poor on every hand. 

Several errors occurred in yesterday’s 
account of the disaster for the reason 
that confusion prevailed on all sides 
and. those who could have given valua- 
ble informationin their calmer Moments 
were so much excited that they could 
hardly remember their own names. 

Under these circumstances it is not at 
all surprising that mistakes were made 
in the identification of some of ‘the 
victims. 

The most serious error of this kind 
was made in the case of the little 
daughter of Theodore Rapp. When 
the body of the little girl was taken to 
the morgue it was positively identified 
asthat of A. Cohn’s little daughter, 
whereas Mr. Cohn and his children 
were not present at the scene of the 
accident and of course escaped injury. 

Little Louis Oden was identified at 
the morgue by several men, who were 
positive that his name was Olden and 
that he was a newspaper carrier. 

There were all kinds of rumors on the 
streets yesterday as to the number of 
killed. The report that a woman living 
on Eighth street had been killed was 
without foundation. There had been 
only five deaths up to 9 o’clock yester- 
day morning, when little Gilbert Chris- 
tian diedin thearms of his mother at 
the receiving hospital.

EXCITEMENT ON THE STREETS. 


Great Crowds at the Police Station and at 
the Morgue. 


Atanearly hour yesterday morning 


people began to congregate on the, 


streets, and both the entrance to the 
City Prison and the morgue were sur- 
rounded by crowdsof people who sought 
these places for the purpose of learning 
whether any more of the victims had 
died. 

Morbid curiosity also had much to do 
with drawing people to these places, 
and had it not been for a squad of police 
stationed at both the station and the 
morgue those who were looking after 


-the deadand wounded would have been 


driven out by the excited people who 
acted more like a band of frightened 
sheep than rational beings. 

During the forenoon people were so 
excited and worked up over the disaster 
that they rushed back and forth be- 
tween the central station and the 
morgue. and the most absurd stories re- 
garding the number of dead and 
wounded were set afloat. The number 
of dead was given all the way from six 
io a dozen, and every once ina whilea 
story that a fresh corpse had been found, 
at the scene of the explosion was 
started. 

A few of the people who were up all 
night awaiting further developments 
held thei positions near the police 
station or morgne, and many of the wild 
rumors that were set afidat were due to 
the irresponsible manner in which they 
cllowed, their tongues to wag. 


THE INQUEST. 
Identification of the Bodies—Taking of 
Testimony Commence 

The inquest had been set for 2 o’clock, 
and at that hour a large crowd had con- 
gregated in front of the morgue on 
Spring street,.several policemen being 
required to keep a passageway open on 
the sidewalk. Everything was in readi- 
ness, and at 2 o’clock Coroner Weldon 
swore in the following as jurors: 

J. J. Gilder, No. 757 West*Sixteenth 
street; J. St. Jonn, No. 757 West Six- 
teenth street; Charles Vanderkuhlen, 
No. 725 East First street; E. H. Fian- 
ders, University; John Marsh, No. 1048

East Twenty-ninth street; C. E. J. 
White, No. 146 North Hope street; J. 
F. Aimes, No. 1526 Rockwood. street;

I. Silver, No. 8319 Amelia street, and 
George Robson, No. 226 Wilmington 
‘treet. 

After viewing the bodies the jury 
took their seats and the work of iden- 
tifying the dead began. 

THE FIRST WITNESS, 
_ Albert Ford was sworn and stated 
that he was a ‘patrolman for Kearney 
& Insley. He had a stepson named 
Frank D, Ford killed in the accident, 


Deceased was 14 years and 4 months of 
age and was born in Indiana. He had 
always taken the name of Ford. Wit- 
ness knew nothing of his own knowl. | 
edge about the accident. The boy was 
not in the habit of going out at night. | 
He went to school and sold evening 
papers. His mother did not allow him 
to getup for the morning papers. 
GEORGE ODEN’S TESTIMONY. 

George Oden, who lives at No, 239 
Fifth street, stated on the stand that 
his brother, Louis Oden, who is 14 
years of age, was killed at the explo- 
sion. He was a school boy and was 
born at Wilmington, this county. De- 
ceased always remained at home after 
coming from school. His mother al- 
lowed him to go to the fireworks on the 
night in question. Witness was not 
present when the accident took place, 
and kiiew nothing except what he heard 
from people who were there. 

THEO. RAPP’S STATEMENT. 

Theo. Rapp, a wood engraver, who 
lives on San Julian street, testified that 
his daughter, Lillian Rapp, who was 6 
years of age, was killed at the explo- 
sion. She was born at New Haven, Ct. 
and came here some years ago. Wit- 
ness was with his little daughters when 
the accident occurred. Thev were 
standing one on either side of him. 
There was a heavy fog and he could 
see nothing. Allof a sudden he heard 
a terrible explosion and. he was thrown 
back. 

He then heard the little girl that 
lived scream, and when he turned 
around the dead girl was on the ground 
but made nonoise. He then asked some 
one to assist him in getting his children 
away. He took his little onesto Dr. 
Still’s office and Lillian died at about 9 
o’clock. 

Witness did not pass over or under a 
rope to get to where the accident oc- 
curred. There was a big crowd around 
and in front of him, but he could not 
tell how far be was from the bomb that 
exploded. 

Witness did not see any one steal the 
fitecrackers, but there wére a number 
of boys very close to where the explo- 
sion occurred. 

A small man who he heard was Wil- 
son was running around ina highly ex- 
cited manner, calling for a policeman. 
There were a number of boys around 
him and he seemed to be trying to get 
the boys away. There were a number 
of men and women around Wilson. 
After Wilson had called several times 
for a policeman the explosion took 
place. 

In answer to a juror, Mr. Rapp stated 
that in getting away from the place 
with his wounded children he founda 
rope some distance from the scene of 
the accident, but he did not notice it 
when he went in. . 

Witness stated that one ship was set 
off, and when the explosion took place 
they were waiting for another ship. 

Witness thought when the explosion 
took place that the cannon was pointed 
toward his party instead of up in the 
air. Hedid not know how many ex- 
plosions took place. 

At this stage in the proceedings a 
juror named Charles Vanderkuhlen 
stated that he was present, but was 
some distance from the explosion and a 
piece of the bursted pipe whizzed by his 
ear. 

During the examination of this wit- 
ness, H. E. Carter, Esq., who was em- 
ployed by the Ford family, asked a few 
questions, but was not allowed to pro- 
ceed by the Coroner. 

KNEW THE ITALIANS. 

James Castruccio was sworn, and 
stated that he knew the two Italians 
who were killed. He said their names 
were Antonio Reghitto and Vito Cas- 
sino, and they had lived here several 
years. 

Witness saw both men die, and just be- 
fore Reghitto died witness conversed 
with him. Thedying man’s mind was 
clear, but before he could make a state- 
ment the doctors put him under the in- 
fluence of chloroform and he died soon 
after hisleg wasamputated. The other 
man wasnot able to make any state- 
ment. 
“ MR. SENTER’S STATEMENT. 

James Senter, who lives at No. 538 
Macy street, stated that his stepson, 
Gilbert Christian, died from the effects 
of the wounds he received at the explo- 
sion. The boy was 14 years of age. 
Witness was about fifty feet from the 
explosion, andone man was knocked 
downin frontof him. His stepson fell 
very close to him. 

Witness did not notice any ropes 
when he entered the grounds. He 
stood near a ship that had been set off. 
People were as thick as possible around 
where he stood. Witness did not hear 
any one call for an officer. 

The ship was about burned out when 
he got there. 

Witness saw some of the boys run up 
to the ship and take some of the roman 
candles, but he did not see any of the 
boys set them off. The boys were not 
noisy or disorderly. He did not hear 
any one-warn the crowd to keep back. 
It was so dark that he could see noth- 
ing. Witness’s son died in his presence 
at about 9 o’clock vesterday morning. 
Witness had his son’s left hand when he 
was wounded. The boy fell and said he 
was killed. 

Witness did not see Wilson on the 
night of the explosion and would not 
know him if he should see him. 

At this stage of the proceedings the 
Coroner stated that all the dead had 
been identified and he thought it best 
to postpone the inquest until Monday 
morning at 9 o’clock, when he would 
go into the cause of the accident. He 
had a number of witnessés to the affair 
present, but he would rather not ex- 
amine them at present unless the jury 
insisted. 

All consented to let it go over until 
Monday, and a recess was taken until 
tomorrow morning at 9 o'clock. 

The following witnesses, who were 
present, were then told by the Coroner 
notto talk to any one or discuss the 
affair, and to be on hand at 9 o’clock 
tomorrow morning:

STATEMENTS OF EYE-WITNESSES. 


Some Damaging Evidence Against Wil- 
son—Lost His Temper. 

After several vain efforts a Times re- 
porter succeeded in finding several 
young men who were within a few feet 
ofthe deadly mortars that exploded 
and sent death-dealing fragments ef 
iron fiying in all directions, and frém 
these witnesses a better ,idea of the 
cause of the disaster was obtained than | 
has yet been made public. 

These witnesses will give their testi- 


mony at the inquest tomorrow morning, 


as the Coroner saw all of them yester- 
day afternoon and told them to be 
present. 

Most of them are young boys, but 
they were present from the time Wil- 
son began the display, and they tell a 
story. 


Wilson, who furnished the fireworks 
and superintended the firing of them,. 
became greativ eXxtfied some minutes 
before the mortar explosion took place. 
Things were not going to suit him from 
the first, and when the crowd pushed 
forward to get a better view of the dis- 
play, which had suddenly become quite 
dim on account of a heavy fog that 
came up shortly before the explosion, 
he lost hishead completely and acted 
more like a wild man than anything 
else. 

He charged on the front ranks of the 
crowd, armed withaclub, which he 
wielded in a most savage manner, 
and bronght itdown on the heads of 
some of the bovs nearest him with such 
violence that they were knocked down. 

Of course the thousands of people on 
the outskirts of the immense crowd 
pushed forward, and the front ranks- 
closed in on Wilson and his assistant, 
and he soon saw that his club had no 
effect. 

At this stage in the proceedings he 
grabbed up a lot of Roman candles and 
began firing them point blank into the 
crowd. To a certain extent. this had 
the desired effect, and the spectators 
fell back a few feet. 

Then Wilson and his assistant, Cam- 
mert, started for the miniature ship 
Santa Maria, which was the last set 
piece to be fired. 

He left his bombs, mortars, powder 
and a lot of Roman candles in the 
midst of the crowd that had pressed up 
to within a few feet. 

A number of people started after 
him, their object being to get closer to 
the ship, which was about one hundred 
yards from the mortars. Wilson only 
went a few steps, when he suddenly 
changed his mind and started back to 
where the boxes were located. 

He claimed that he saw the boys 
stealing his fireworks, but as pitch dark- 
ness prevailed, it is hard to understand 
how he was able to use his eyes to such 
good effect. 

At any rate he rushed back to where 
the boxes of fireworks were located and 
began to call for the police. 

WHAT TWO BOYS SAY. 


Two boys who were standing within 
a few feet of where the boxes were lo- 
cated, named Morris Hill and T. Mer- 
cadante, give the following vivid ac- 
count of what followed on Wilson's re- 
turn: 

“We were standing on either side of 
Louis Oden, who was killed. We had 
oug arms looked in his, and when: Wilson 
called for the police we stepped back a 
few feet, but we could hear everything 
he said. 

‘*Wilsonxseemed to be getting angrier 
every moment, and when he came up to 
where the fireworks were stationed he 
grabbed up a couple of mortars and be- 
gantoload them. It was so dark that 
we could hardly see what he was doing, 
but he placed them side by side and or- 
dered his man, who was hurt, to pre- 
pare to set them off. 

‘‘Both Wilson and his man lighted the 
fuse ineach mortar at the same mo- 
ment, and as Wilson touched the fuse 
in his mortar he said, ‘I won’t be re- 
sponsible for this charge.’ 

‘‘Wilson’s mortar exploded first and 
Louis, who was still standing between 
us. sank to the ground. Several things 
passed by us making a hissing noise. 
Almost instantly after and before we 
knew what was the matter with Louis, 
the other mortar exploded and the crowd 
began to cheer so that we could hear 
nothing more. 

‘‘All the lights were out by this time 
and the crowd was making sucha noise 
that our calls for help were not heard. 

don’t know how many people 
were around when the mortars exploded, 
but they had crowded up within three 
or four feet of Wilson and we were in 
the front ranks. As soon as the crowd 
understood that an accident had oc- 
curred they began torun away, for some 
one cried that some more of the bombs 
were about to explode.”’ 

The boys who made this statement are 
intelligent, bright, school boys and 
seem to be telling the truth. In fact, 
their statements are borne out by others 
who were as close as they were, and 
when it is remembered that Wilson 
stated at the police station when he 
was locked up to ‘await an 
investigation, that only one of 
the mortars, and that was the one 
that Cammeft fired, exploded, while 
the two that he fired worked 
to perfection and did no damage what 
ever, the discrepancy is apparent. 
That the fellow iisrepresented the 
facts there can be no doubt, for when 
Chief Glass gathered up the mortars he 
found that two had burst, and the ruins 
of two distinct mortars are now in his 
possession ind will be kept as evidence 
in case a criminal complaint is filed 
against Wilson. 

It is impossible to understand how 
| Wilson managed to get Cammert, who 
| was wounded, away without learning 
that others had been injured, for the 
dead and wounded were on all sides,and 
he must have seen some of the bodies 
as he made his way out and, yet he de- 
clared when he reached the- receiving 
hospital that Cammert was the only 
person injured. 

STUCK TO HIS STORY. 

Wilson stuck tohis story yesterday 
and declared that there would have 
been no accident had not some of the 
boys who were stealing his fireworks 
when he started to fire the ship placed 
an overcharge of powder in the mortar 
that Cammert fired. Heinsists that the 
one he fired did not explode, notwith- 
Standing the fact that he was shown 
‘the pieces of mortar at the station. 

Another singular circumstance is the 
fact that Cammert insisted that. the 
only mcrtar that burst was the one that 
he tired. He declared that Wilson’s 
was fired first and did not burst. Yes- 
terday Cammert was under the influ- 
ence of morphine all dav, and could 
not make any further statement. 

IMPORTANT WITNESSES. 


John Smith, who lives atthe Russ 
House, was within afew feet of the 
mortars when they exploded, and he, 
with the assistance of several others, 
catried the body og the little Ford boy 
from the scene of the disaster and 
placed him on a porch near by. In con- 
versation witha ‘Times reporter Mr. 
Smith said: 

“I was standing inthe front ranks 
and just before the explosion took 
place, Ispoke to Mr. Wilson. I used to 
work for him and asked him how he was 
getting on. Wilson was having trouble 
withitbe boys, who were crowding in on 
him, and asked me to get out of the way 
and not talk to him, as he did not have 
any time to spare. 

“A few minutes later the explosion 
took place and several people dropped 
allaround me. The Ford boy was four 
feet fromme. Idid not hear Wilson 
say anything when he loaded the mor- 
tars. I was not, more than ten feet 
from him.’ 

A negro named Charles Sumner, w Do | 
lives on San Pedro street, called on the ‘ 
Coroner vesterday and stated that he 
wished to be present at the inquest and 
give his testimony. He says he was 
standing near the mortars and bombs 
when a number of boys rushed in and 
began to fire off Wilson's Roman can- 
dies, etc., and he saw them place a lot 
of powder in one or two of the mortars. 

He declares that he was only a few 
feet from the boys and could see plainly 
what they were doing. This happened 
only a few minutes before the explosion, 

nd when Wilson, who had started to 
re the ship returned, he picked up the 


mortars, saying he was going to close 
the exhibition by discharging the bombs. 
He then placed bombs inthe mortars 
and fired two a itheut any bad results, 
but when Cammert set his mortar off it 
proved to be the one that the boys had 
placed an extra charge of powder in 
and the explosion followed. 


THE WOUNDED. 


Condition of the Victims—Reports of Ad- 
Casualtios. 

It is generally believed that a num- 
ber of people were wounded, some of 
them, perhaps, seriously, of whom no 
report has been made as yet, and it is 
possible that their names will not be 
learned, as their friends and families 
are keeping quiet and do not wish the 
public to know of their troubles. On 
the night of the accident several 
wounded were hurried away by their 
friends and relatives, who did not want 
them taken to the receiving hospital 
A majority of people have a horror of 
the hospital, and they would rather be 
poorly treated than goto a public place. 
This same sentiment undoubtedly kept 
a number quiet yesterday. 

The whereabouts of a wounded boy 
was learned yesterday morning. He is 
a sixteen-vear-old boy named Frank Sei- 
tert, and lives at the corner of Turner 
and Amelia streets. He was danger- 
ously wounded in the right shoulder 
from behind, and his skull was also 
fractured. His recovery is very doubt- 
ful. The little fellow was taken home 
by his friends just after the explosion. 

It was reported at the police station 
that another boy who received a serious 
wound inthe back was taken to his 
home on Macy street, but the house 
could not be located. 

A young man who used to work for 
Bosler & Alexander, it is said, was 
present with a young lady. He was 
knocked down, but escaped other injury. 
The youg lady was not so fortunate. A 
piece of shell struck her head, but the 
extent of her injuries could not be 
learned, asthe place she and her escort 
were taken to could not be located. 

As Wilson’s assistant, Cammert, who 
was removed from the receiving hospital 
tohis home at No. 834 San Julian 
street yesterday morning, was reported 
to be very low in the afternoon, Coroner 
Weldon visited the house for the pur- 
pose of taking his statement. When 
the Coroner arrived he found that Cam- 
mert was under the influence of opium 
and could not talk. 

In the evening Cammert was reported 
out of danger, but he wasstill unable to 
make a statement. 

The rest of the wounded, with the ex- 
ception of Ed Griffith, were either taken 
to the County Hospital or their homes 
yesterday morning, and all are in a fair 
way to recovery. Griffith’s left leg was 
amputated by Dr. Ainsworth yesterday 
morning and he was kept at the receiv- 
ing hospital, as it was feared that he 
might die fromthe shock and loss of 
blood. 


VIEWING THE BODIES. 


Four Thousand Peopic “Pass Through the 
Morgue. 

Soon after the Coroner's jury took a 
recess at 8o’clock until tomorrow morn- 
ing, the six bodies in the morgue were 
arranged as best they could be under 
the circumstances andthe thousands of 
people who had gathered on the side- 
walk and street in front of the morgue 
were allowed toenter. It was so ar- 
ranged that they could pass out on New 
High street, and up to 6 o’clock a_ con- 
stant stream of people consisting of 
men, women and children poured 
through. The offiiccrson duty at the 
front door estimaie that between 30U0 
and 4000 people viewed the remains. 

The scene about the mofgue on. the 
night of the accident was something 
terrible, and had it not been for ex- 
Coroner James Meredith, who arrived 
with the first body and took charge. 
there would have been a panic. Mr. 
Meredith sent for a squad of police and 
thus managed to keep the people out. 
Many of them were looking for lost 
childien or friends, buta large major- 
ity were attracted from a morbid 
curiositv. 

A WOMAN'S MORBID CURIOSITY. 

To illustrate the desire some people 
have to satisfy their curiosity it is not 
out of place, in this connection, to re- 
late a scene that took place at the 
morgue at an early hour yesterday 
morning. 

A voman heavily veiled called and 
boldly gave her name as Mrs. Rapp. 
She was very anxious to see the re- 
mains of her little daughter that were 
placed in the morgue the night before. 

She stated that her second daughter 
had just died, and, notwithstanding the 
fact that the Coroner had given in- 
structions for no one to be admitted, 
the woman was allowed to pass. A 
few minutes later it was learned that 
her name was not Rapp. She simply 
wanted to see the bodies of the dead 
victims and tock that means of securing 
an entrance. 

HEARTRENDING SCENE. 

A heartrending scene took place at 
the receiving hospital at 9 o’clock yes- 
terday morning, when little Gilbert 
Christian died inthe arms of his motner. 

His mother and step-father and Police 
Surgeon Bryant remained by the suffer- 
er’s bedside ali night and did everything 
in their power to make his last muments 
as easy as possible, for it was known 
from the first that he could not live more 
than a fewhours. This isthe boy whose 
right leg was blown off just below the 
knee and his left leg so badly shattered 
that amputation Was necessary. 

The little fellow remained conscious to 
the last moment and his mind was bright 
and active allthe time. Whentoldthat 
he could not live he safd he was glad, for 
he did not wish to live and be a cripple 
all his life. He did allin his power to 
cheer his mother up, and a few minutes 
before he died he stroked her hair and 
whispered a few words of encourage- 
ment andtold her that she must not 
worry for him, but to turn her attention 
to the living.

Therefore an entree is not so difficult 
asa plain roast of Broil And there- 
fore roastings and broilings of one kind 
of meat may be quite as difficult as 
roastings or broilings of a more costly 
and delicate kind; for instance. it is no 
harder to broil game than to broil beef- 
steak. 

Game is considered a subject that 
only the far-advanced cook dare to 
to wrestle with. When the despot of 
the intelligence office says that the can- 
didate ‘‘understands game and salads,’’ 
the prospective employer instantly 


weekly wage to be asked, nor is she dis- 
appointed in her estimate. 

Actually, however, anv woman hav- 
ing the intelligence to broil a beefsteak 
can cook ‘at sight’’ all the birds with 
“dark meat.’' and. any woman who can 
cook a lamb cutiet properly can cook all 
the birds with ‘‘white meat.”’ 

A single principle needs to be learned: 

All the game of dark meat should be 
underdone; all the game of white meat 
should be cooked white. 

That is all there is to the subject. 

Snipe, prairie chickens, plover, duck, 
reed birds, should show a rich red—not 
purple! after the knife. 

Quail and pheasants.and the wild tur- 
key should be white to the bone. 

The sign of the artist is to have these 
latter naturally rather dry birds lose 
nothing by cooking. The broiling or the 
roasting must stop the iastint the bird 
is cooked. It goes without saying that 
the fire must not be hot long; and it is 
equally evident that it must be. hot at 
first. Nature has provided for this very 
emergency in broiling, by making coals 
hottest at first. With a tire of wood or 
charcoal the heat will take care of it- 
self. 

In roasting, the human mind has to 
take its share and ‘slow off’’ the heat 
as soon as the first slight crust —if I may 
use the expression—has formed over the 
meat. 

Rapid cooking makes crispness; slow 
cooking makes tenderness. ‘This great 
principle always obtains. It is the 
foundation of all meat-cooking, game or 
tame. The juices are kept in meat by 
slow cooking after a crust is formed. 
But the cooking should nbdt he too 
slow, asthat tends to dry up the meat, 


crust or no crust. A gentle moderation 
is the best rule. * of, 


The great difference jn the prepara- 
tion of game—between it and meat—is 
in the dressing before cooking, rather 
than in the cooking itself. 

Game birds are best picked just be- 
fore they are cooked. The sodden cold 
of an ice box does not improve either 
the flavor or the texture of snipe or 
quails. 

The dark meat birds are improved by 
keeping, but one should be careful not 
to carry the virtues of keeping into 
something else, and it is as well to con- 
sider that only extreme radicals of epi- 
cures are educated up to “high’’ game. 
Game bought in most cities may safely 
be counted to have been kept quite long 
enough. 

Game should be picked very carefully. 
There is a barbarous theory current in 
kitchen circles that smiull birds by 
rights should be skinned, and the nearer 
picking comes to skinning the better. 
Now, the delicate layer of fat, which is 
the delicious property.of the small bird 
when in its perfect condition, that 
sublimated richness, which has made 
the fame of the snipe and the reed 
bird, is simply grabbed away by such 
assaults. 

Birds should be picked a feather at a 
time, and come out of the picking white 
Another outrage that is cherished in 
the kitchen is the notion that it does 
not hurt birds to be scalded before 
picking. Large birds.and all kinds of 
fowls are likefy to be half boiled before 
they are roasted, in consequence. 
Indeed, there seems to be a general 
conspiracy to squeeze the juiciness out 
of all game, andif the poor’ bird escape 
being scalded or skinged he is tolerably 
sure to falla victim to a misdirected 
zeal for cleanliness ‘and have most of 
the flavor washed out of him! 

The only way to prepare a bird so as 
to keep all the juices in him, is to pick 
with care and then wipe with a clean 
rag. This is the rule with all small 
Yirds. Larger birds in some cases may 
need to be washed internally and, in 
rare cases, to be washed externally. 

Snipe and wocdcock have brains. I 
do-not mean that they are any brighter 
than other birds, but they have brains 
that are good toeat. Therefore their 
heads are not cut off. I knew of a cele- 
brated negro cook in Georgia whose 
professional feeling were so wounded 
by her new master’s sending home a 
brace of woodcock with the injunction 
‘‘to be sure to keep the heads on’’ that 
she fellinto hysterics and the dinner 
party had to wait until the culprit went 
to the kitchen and made his peace. 
‘Dat evah I should lib to hab ary one 
knowed me to tell me keep de haids on 
woodcocks or snipes!’’ she wailed; ‘‘me 
dat am mos’iz like to cut my own haid 
off iz do dat way.” : 

If somewhat too extravagant in ex- 
pressing it—the dinner was -an hour 
late—she had the true feeling. 

Woodcock are often’ roasted with 
whatis technicg@§y termed *‘the trail," 
which means without any surgical op- 
eration whatever. They are simply 
picked and roasted. Epicures delight 
in them thus, but people who are not 
epicures—take something else; 

Snipe are usually broiled. They are 
picked and then split up the back with 
a sharp knife, cleaned and wiped? It is 
not well to split the breastbone instead 
of the backbone, for various reasons. 
These are not always appreciated, and 
I once came uponacouple of grouse 
that were neatly divided by the breast- 
bone, and were truly a sight to behold! 

Tep or fifteen minutes usually suffice 
to broil the small birds; but the larger, 
like prairie chicken or pheasants, will 
often take as muchastwenty-five. The 
énly sure way that I know to discover 
when the birds are.doge is $o éut'an in- 
cision (with a very sharp and thin knife) 
in the thickest part of the breast and— 
look. This incision, I need not say, 
must be as small as possible, and it is 
not well to look often. The instant the 
pink disappears from the portion next 
the bone, in quails, it is time to take the 
quails from the gridiron. All birds are 
improved by frequent turning, and bast-. 
ing with butter. Some ‘cooks let the 
birds cook on the breast and then turn 
them to cook on the back, never turn- 
ing between whiles. Nothing could 
more effectually make the birds a 
burned, dry, unsavory morsel than this 
treajment.

Any one who gazes from the main 
land across the channel to Catalina 
Island tpon a clear day will see a long 
mountainous body of land rising against 
the blue sky and showing an apparently 
uniform height of mountain range. The 
steamer passenger approaching the 
island is interested and attracted at 
once by a hnge cajjion apparently cutting 
the island in twain, and one tall soli- 
tary peak that rises to the left 
of the fissure. These are commonly 
known as the ‘Isthmus’ and ‘Black 
Jack.’’ 

Landed upon the island, the wonder- 
fully rough naturg of its mountains and 
the complex system of cafions and 


expidrable, will engross his attention, 
and lastly there will come the wild de- 
sire to explore certain unknown locali- 
ties of which the existence or non- 
existence of certain alleged manifesta- 
tions of nature’s work is and has been 
for years,a matter of doubt. 

very Peopte has its mythical heroes 
and every land its unknown regions. 
QOatalina is rich imthe latter to a degree 
that will occupy the time and satisfy 
the degtres of the most persistent ex- 
plorer. 

The island was once the scene of an 
adventurous. crew, prospecting for 
mines. “Phat era passed and the sheep 
herders occupied the valleys and ridges. 
Mekicans, at stated times, scoured the 
cafions and drove the sheep into the 
shearing corrals. Hurdy fishermen 
worked and lived upon the few available 
beaches along the coast, and tourists 
often came for a hunting or fishing 
trip; climbed the first few ridges and 
returned to their homes, leaving the 
wild goats in unmolested privacy of the 
interior cafions and rocky summits. 
Mexicans made forced journeys in search 
of stray stock, and before long vague 
stories of a mountain lake Were heard 
and discussed in the settlements. There 
were many other marvels, but the island 
was dry and so water was the most in” 
teresting topic for discussion. Thus 
this mountain lake superseded all other 
cases for problematic discussion and 
many a man returned after a weary 
journey only to add his testimony in 
favor of the gradually accepted theory 
that the lake was alla myth. This be- 
lief grew, despite the surly statements 
of afew Mexicans who insisted they 
had seen it from afar. The first Amer- 


by a trail-was H.G. Polley of Pasa- 
dena who made the trip in 1889. 

Since then, though it has been vis- 
ited several times by many on the 
island and we have taken a number of 
friends there, yet so strong is the for- 
mer doubt of its existencein the minds 
of some of the islanders that asked the 
question, they will say in substance: 
Thatit is supposed to exist, but many 
say it is not so, and as for themselves, 
they will believe it when they see it; to- 
gether with much other nonsense and 
half-hearted equivocation that keeps up 
their reputation. 

Although the island is. about twenty 
miles long, by an average width of four 
or five miles, yet it issimply impassable 
in many places, except one is familiar 
with the faintly-marked trail, Water 
exists, but often in summer itis hard to 
find, and from the aridity of the moun- 
tains, the complexity of, the sheep-trails 
andthe difficulties of rock, cactus and 
brush that are to be met with in the 
cafions, there are few more dangerous 
places in the West in which to venture 
alone than this seemingly little island. 
Yet to those who are properly 
equipped with a guide, few places offer 
more inducements and better repay hon- 
est climbing than Catalina, and of fa- 
vored spots Echo Lake is easily among 
the first. Standing on the top of Black 
Jack Mountain the eye ranges from 
mountain to sea, and the view extends 
almost from one end of the island tothe 
other. ‘Long Point,’’ the rocky cape 
on the east side of the island, that 
rises from below~ this mountain. and 
which juts far out intothe sea, is also 
seen. Following this range back in its 
sinuous windings from the coagt. the 
eye becomes confused ina tangle of lat- 
eral caiions cutting through ridge after 
ridge of hills. At only one spot can a 
fairly level opening in the hills be seen, 
and just around the turn of ane huge 
mountain the tourist can catch a glimpse 
of what might be a smooth, white rock 
or bed otf sand. It is the very end of 
this much-disputed Echo Lake. To 
make the trip from Avalon the trail to 
the foot of Bjack Jack must be taken, 
and then swing around the base of 
the mountain, over a sheep trail up 
a steep ridge. and then proceed 
a mile or more through dense grease- 
wood brush, andin due season, having 
described a lengthy semi-circle, you 
are within view of the lake and must 
break your own way down through the 
brush as best you may, for the trail is 
fit only for sheep and goats, as I know 
from sad experience. ‘There is another 
trail, however, which offers better facil- 
ities for saving your life and wardrobe. 
It leaves the ‘black jack’’ trail, which 
starts from White’s landing, and winds 
for a long distance up to a mesa, 
through dense brush, where often the 
only way to progress is to bend low and 
crawl on your hands and knees. It is: 
merely a sheep trail and was the one 
used by Mr. Polley when he first dis- 
covered the lake in 1889. It is, how- 
ever, shorter than the one around the 
base of the Black Jack; bit it is long 
enough, in all conscience, and I well 
remember the first time I tramped it, 
wearing some heavy spiked mountain 
shoes, then worn for the first time, and 
which literally blistered one foot into 
an unsightly pulp. 

The lake is topographically a_ curi- 
osity. In the winter and spring itis 
about two and one-half acres in extent 
and of depth not to exceed six feet. Its 
shore line is very regular 2nd in sum- 
mer, when the lake goes dry, its eonfig- 


to the surrounding hills, which deceive 
the eye as to distances, the lake does 
not seem as large as itis, and we ob- 
tained our measurements only aftera 
fair survey of it when it wasdry. The 
lake’s bed in»>summer also presents a 
curious optical illusion, as it appears 
absolutely flat. Stand uponits shore or 
walk carefully overits level sun-baked 
muddy floor and you can see no depres- 
sion. Yet when wading or swimming 
in it at other seasons the depth is often 
over your head. The shore lineisa 
fairly accurate oval, and yet the 
surrounding land does not seem to jus- 
tify the regularity of the lake’s contour 
Nor is there a hole or pocket -visible in 
the bed itself, while above the shore 
like the sides of the sloping hills are 
often deeply indented. The mud and 
alluvial“washings together with the ac- 
tion of the water has leveled the bed as 
smoothly as a roller could have done. 
The lake and its surroundings occupies 
a moderately large depression of per- 
haps five or six acres, and is high up 
among mountains thal yet rise a couple 
of hundred feet above it. ian one or two 
places, almost precipitately with fough 
rocky walls: The lake has an elevation 
of about 1200 feet above sea level. To 
the southwest end there isan open gate- 
way of considerable size leading to a_ 
small level plateau of about the same 
size as Echo Lake: This platean exists, 
level and barren absolutely devoid of 
brush or shrubs.

ridges, apparently impassable and un-} 


upon it. Nor does it drain tnto Echo 
Lake. because there is a plainly marked 
watershed between the two, many feet 
above the highest water line of the 
lake. 

Now where does Echo Lake receive 
its supply of water? There are no 
springs in the bottom of the lake, nor 
are there any on the surrounding hills, 
for I have made a careful exam- 
ination and failed to discover any 
traces of them, The ridge above the 
lake is narrow, hence all the rain water 
that this lake collects must be simply 
the drainages from the sides of its sur- 
roundipg walls, as well as the water 
that falls upon the few acres of ground 
below. 

There are no evidences of erosion to 
show that a heavy descent of water has 
taken place upon the hillsides, and the 
rainfall upon Catalina Island is gener- 
ally less than upon the main-land. 
Some years the island does not receive 
a precipitation of eleven inches, and 
vet here is a body of water two and one- 
half acres in extent (in a six-acre field) 
that attains a depth of over five feet in 
places, lying upon a bed that seems al- 
most perfectly level to the eye. The 
water supply here seems copious, and a 
few hundred yards beyond the hills, or 
over the watershed I have mentioned, 
you will have difficulty in finding water 
the year round. 

Anothercuriosity of this lake -is the 
absence of rocks within its shore line 
and on its bed, and their profusion in 
all other places. In dry seasons, nota- 
bly during’ this last September, I found 
only one rock on its bed, and that 
weighed less than twenty pounds; bat 
all along its water line, or rather fifteen 
or twenty feet above it, rocks are scat- 
tered in profusion as they have falle 
from the overhanging cliffs; but evefy 
stone, big and small, that ever reached 
the waters of the lake has been swept 
back and laid in order beyond a certain 
line as though done by human agencies. 
And yet, upon examination, nothing 
will be found to remind one of the peb- 
bles or. water-worn rocks so familiar in 
our Eastern lakes, for there is nothing 
of that kind here. There is not even a 
beach, in the ordinary acceptation of 
the term, The lake bed, where dry, of- 
fers another peculiarity worthy of 
notice. Our mountains and rocks and 
soils are strongly tinctured: by many 
minerals, as the drinking water and dry 
beds of the creeks will testify all over 
this land (though much good, pure 
water, of course, exists in favored 
places), but here is a large body of 
water, supposedly derived from the 
storm water on the hills, that stands for 
months upon the top of a mountain, 
‘subjected to the fierce rays of the sun, 
which in time evaporates the contents 
and leaves behind a smooth, brown, 
baked soil that is absolutely free ‘from 
any chemical discolorations so far as 
can be detected without making a 
proper scientific investigation. At a 
distance the dry earth seems whiter 
than it really is found to be upon a 
closer examination. 

Though this isolated and secluded 
spot is but little known to man, it is 
well known to the animal life on the 
islands, and the wild goats are often 
seen on the hills. The goat-hunting of 
Catalina has long been famous, but a 
marine combat between a dog and goat 
is worth seeing. Upon one excursion 
to the lake in the winter our dog started 
a band of goats atthe further end of 
the lake. ‘They rushed for the hills, and 
in the confusiou one huge male became 
separated from the flock. It was 
easy, by scaling the hills, to confine him 
to the hollow, there to fight it out with 
the powerful dog. At last, in despair, 
like a highland stag, the goat took to 
the lake, followed by the dog, and after 
as exciting a combat as one would ever 
care to see the dog succeeded in drown- 
ing him by seizing his horns and bowing — 
his head beneath the water. The dog 
was much exhausted, and required per- 
sistent urging and long-sustained efforts 
before he dragged the body to the shore. 
The excitement and the noisy encour- 
agement to the dog made the hills ring 
with the noise of battle until the whole 
scene was like an adventure from Scott’s 
pages. 

In summer the bands of goats are 
often found inthe vicinity, and their 
tiny hoof marks scar the dried surface 
of the bed as they search for the -lost 
water, and their plaintive bleatings can 
be heard by thetired hunter long before 
he reaches this inclosure among the 

ills. 

The hills are barren of trees worthy 
ofthe name. Huge rocks jut forth and 
cactus grows abundantly. In the dry 
season the lake is a great resort for 
owls. They can be seen in many places 
sitting in dignified silence as you ap- 
proach. Frighten them and they rise 
with an awkward motion, fly heavily . 
and slump toward the ground witha 
quick dive that seems destined to dash 
out their brains. But thev alight in 
good order and immediately turn about 
tostare at you once more, until they 
are made to repeat the performance to 
their displeasure and your amusement. 
I well remember the solemn calm 
that brooded over this mysterious soli- 
tude when first Isaw it, as we entered 
through the great mountain gates, and 
as we turned to go a hawk, startled 
from his resting place, rose very near 
tous. He commenced to rise in those 
steady, everwidening circles with his 
outstretched, never moving wings, cir- 
cling above our heads higher and higher 
until he had risen above the beetling 
crag beside which we stood, then paus- 
ing a moment in the cloudless sky, he 
seemed to note his bearings, and wiih 
motionless wing and against the strong 
salt breeze, he steered his flight to the

Moscow, Oct. 5.—|Correspondence of 
Tives.| .1 am stopping in the 
“lavianski Bavar here in Moscow. It 
is one of the biggest hotels in the 
world. and. though this is a land of 
famine I have never. lived so well 


have in Kussia. The Russians eat as 
mach as any other people on the face 


of the globe. Their meal are big ones 
and thev are always nibbling between 
them. The hotels of this city and St. 


Petersburg are among the largest in the 


world. The Hotel de Europe of the lat- 
ter city has many hundreds of rooms 
and you lose yourself again and again 
in wandering shrough them. This hotel 
at Moscow must cover five acres, and you 
can feed a—theusand people in its res- 
taurant atonetime. The restaurants 


of these Russian hotels have separate 
cashiers from the rooming parts of the 


hotel and you pay for your meals 
when vou get them: You can get 
a very fair dinner here for 75 
cents. and I had for this amount) 
today a soup, a roast, some fish, some 
game atid a dessert. This meal was 
served under a great Gome and my 
table was next toa marble fountain in 
which fish were swimming. When I 
ordered my fish I stepped up to the 
fountain and pointed out the fish I 
wanted to the white-gowned waiter, 
and he took a net and dipped it out and 
sent it tothe kitchen. It wasasterlet, 
which is one of the finest fishes of Rus- 
sia. and within ten minutes after the 
waiter had caught it I found it sizzling

Ybe servants of a Rassian hotel are 
generally men. They have a livery, 
and the porters and the messengers go 
about with curiously-shaped caps on 
wheir heads and their pantaloons stuffed 
intheir boots. The feathers in their 
caps indicate their different ranks and 
they all wear long coats, which in some 
cases are belted in at the waist. The 
portier of the hotel, who is the inter- 
preter and head of the information 
bureau, is dressed as gorgeously asa 
drum major, and his coat always 
sparkles with gold lace. You always 
find him about the door of a hotel, and 
the hotels here have no offices or lob- 
bies such as we have. There are no 
and tele- 
graph offices connected with the hotel, 
and the bureau or the counting-room of 
an establishment like this makes you 
think of a mercantile house. The book- 
keepers work behind glass partitions 
and they keep a large set of books. 
They do their counting with buttons 
strung on wires, justas the Chinese do, 
and this means of calculation is found 
in every business house in Russia. In 
front of the hodtel there are always 
about fifty droschskymen, and the mo- 
ment you go out these drive up to the 
curbstone and besiege you to ride, 
They jabber at you in Russian and con- 
tinue to do so until you have taken one 
efthem. The rooms of the hotels are 
very comfortable and you will find 
tiner floors in the hotels here than any- 
where in the world. Thev are inlaid 
and beautifully waxed, and I have vet 
to find a hotel floor in which 1 could not 
have seen myself. 

‘The chief objection I find is the lack 
of baths. There are few bathrooms 
connected with the hotels and the Rus- 
sian usually takes his bath outside at 
the public bathhouse, where he can be 
steamed, parboiled and rubbed down. 
There is a lack of water in the hotel 
rooms andthe Russian washstand is a 
thing of itself. It is a sort of box- 
shaped article with a basin in the top 
and a reservoir running up atthe back, 
into which the water is poured by the 
servants. Outof this reservoir there 
isabrass pipe to let the water into 
the basin. It was along time before I 


could tind how to turn the water into’ 


this pipe. There was no cock and no 
screw, but I finally found a little pedal 
at the foot of the wash stand and by 
putting my foot upon this found that the 
water spurted out into the basin. It 
stopped flowing, however, as soon as I 
took my foot off, and the result was 
that | used but very little water. The 
Russians fill a—basin --full_of 
water and washinit. They catch the 
water as it falls from the spigot and 
rub it over their faces, then get another 
spurt of a handful or so and use it in 
the same way,and go on thus until 
they have finished their toilet. A half 
pint of water is thus enough for the 
Russian face washing. 

’ A Russian dinner is rather a curious 
affair and a swell dinner lasts for hours. 
The first thing you take is au appetizer, 
and this consists of vodka, a Russian 
brandy, together with such relishes as 
caviare, raw herring, smoked salmon, 
raw smoked goose. radishes, butter and 
cheeSe. This layout is on acounter at 
one end of a restaurant, and you usually 
stand up to eat it before taking your 


~seat at the table for the regular dinner. 


The first part of the dinner is soup, and 
a dish of Russian soup is a dinner itself. 
The most popular, perhaps, is known as 
stchee, which is made of cabbage and 
beef, and in the midst of each plate of 
which a big chunk of beef floats.

The better class of Russians live very 
extravagantly. They spare nothing on 
their tables and they are fond of giving 
big dinners. itis not uncommon for a 
whole sheep to be brought on the table 
at such dinners, and imported wines flow 
like water. They are very fond of flow- 
ers, and there was a dinner given at St. 
Petersburg not long ago at which rare 
orchids adorned the board and at which 
the flowers cost more than $10,000. 


as 1 | At some dinners given by young men 


the host expects to pay for all the dam- 
age that. may be caused by the young 
fellows when they are drunk after the 
feast, and there have been dinners here 
in Moscow which have cost a small for- 
tune. Still, at the better class restau- 
rants you can get a very good meal at 
reasonable rates, and I got an excellent 
dinner last night at the Ermitage res- 
taurant for $1.50, or for $2.50. includ- 
ing my bottle of wine. It was served 
by a boy ina white apron and white 
clothes;—and while ate it an im- 
mense organ played automatically. 
This organ was as large as 
that of a good-sized church and 
and the cylinders which were pat into 
it in the changing of the music were as 
big around as astovepipe. It played 
all sorts of tunes, and it was, I think, 
run by steam. 1 went into the kitchens 
of this restaurant, and I found them 
cleaner than any kitchens I have ever 
seen in America. The meats and vege- 
tables were kept upon ice and the soups 
were cooked in great cauldrons, each 
big enough to boil a sheep. 


The lower classes of Russia live on 
what would killthe American laborer. 
Their diet is made up of sour bread and 
cabbage soup, and they are always eat- 
ing green cucumbers. I see cucumbers 
sold from the corners of -many—of—the 
streets, and they are used in all sorts of 
ways. The favorite way of serving 
them at the hotel tables is just as they 
come from the vine, without being pared 
or cut, and you are expected to dress 
themto suit yourself. The peasants 
eat but few vegetables. They know 
nothing about raising vegetabies, and 
the only articles of this kind that they 
use to any extent are potatoes and tur- 
nips. I have seen a good many peasant 
tamilies at dinner. They use neither 
plates nor knives nor forks, and a_ fair 
set of table furniture for a Russian fam- 
ily is a wooden Bowl for soup and a 
dozen large wooden table spoons, which 
the differeent members of the family 
stick into the common bowl of soup 
and, helping themselves, thus carry the 
ice-cold or steaming-hot liquid to their 
mouths. They have milk and eggs, but 
little meat, and they do not seem to 
care for mach more than bread ana 
cabbage. 

Every one who can afford it smokes 
in Russia. Cigarettes are used more 
than cigars and I see very few pipes. 
The cigarettes are shorter than ours, 
but the tobacco is good, and it is often 
brought from Turkey. Alltobacco pays 
a high revenue and cigars are bought 
on sight and not on smell. Toget a 
cigar you have to get a whole box, and 
the boxes are sold with’ glass tops, 
through which you can see the cigars, 
but as these are ‘pasted shut with a rev- 
enue stamp you cannot handle them. 
These boxes are of all sizes, and in or- 
dering a cigar at dinner you will have 
one cigar brought to you ina little glass 
box, and a fairly good cigar will cost 
you 40 cents. You will fare better if 
you smoke cigarettes, and you must not 
be surprised if there are any ladies at 
the table to see them smoke, too. 
Neafly all Russian women smoke cigar- 
ettes, and it is not thought out of place 
to see a woman here with a cigarette in 
her mouth. There is some snufting 
done in Russia, and though there are no 
tobacco chewers here, the Russians are, 
like the Americans, a nation of spitters. 
You find spittoons in every room, and 
the Russian spittoon is a brass or 
wooden box filled with sand. 


I visited some of the Russian markets 
here the other day, and they have many 
features which could be adopted with 
profit by us.. Fish are sold alive, and 
the only dead ones are the dried 
ones, They are kept in stone vats of 
running water, and the fishwife will 
stand with a dozen of these marble vats 
about her, each filled with different 
kinds of fish. Russia has some of the 
greatest fisheries of the world. Mill- 
ions upon millions of dollars’ worth of 
fish are taken every year from the 
Volga, the Caspian and the Black Seas 
and all the caviare of the world comes 
from here. You see this cavaire sold 
incans and tubs in the markets. It 
looks like bird shot sprinkled with salt 
water and itis made up of the eggs of 
the sturgeon, which is killed for this 
purpose. It brings high prices even in 
Russia-and is best when itis fresh. In 
fact, Russians say that caviare should 
not be more than a month old to be 
good and that you cannot get good cav- 
iare further away from the Volga than 
Moscow. The meat'of the sturgeon, 
after the caviare has been made from 
the eggs, is salted and sold. You can 
buy it here for about 10 cents a pound, 
and all sorts of dried fish are eaten by 
the people. 
cratés over the country and they form 
a large part of the diet of the peasant. 
The consumption of fish is increased by 
the riumerous Russian- fasts, during 
which the people cannot eat meat and 
must confine themselves to fish.

Beef, mutton and 
poultry are frozen the same way and a 
butcher can lay in during ‘October 
his full supply of meats for

the next six Months. The meats are 
frozen so hard thata knife cannot cut 
and it is necessary to saw 
them or cut them with an axe. 
Splinters of frozen meat. fiy about 
over the market, and children and 
beggars collect these and take them 
home to their families. There are 
many curious things sold in the markets 


food and one orderfor soup is always | here, and you can buy eels and snakes 
dj and chicken legs. 


Lambs’ feet are sold 
as a great dainty, and calves’ feet are 
bought for soup bones. Among the oils 
which are used by the peasants for 
salads and cooking is sunflower oil, and 
one of the great industries of this coun- 
try is sunflower raising. The. peasants 
eat sunflower seeds in large quantities 
and they nibble at them and chew upon 
them as we do peanuts! You can hardly 
find a man who has not some sunflower 


seeds in his pocket, and everywhere 


They are shipped in great | 


yoy go you ste women with baskets ot 
these black and gray seeds for sale. 
They taste very much like pumpkin 
seeds and the peasants eat them at 
their gntherings just as the Chinese do 
watermelon seeds at the theaters. 


A vast deal of business is done here in 
Russia by peddling. On many of the 
business streets of Moscow there are 
long lines of open-air stands and bare- 
headed Russian men, and frowzy-headed 
women sell fruit, vegetables and knick- 
knacks undey the blaze of the hot sun. 
There is an immense basiness done in 
little booths, and the so-called thieves’ 
market is a fixed institution of every 
Russian city. This name has come 
largely from the guides, and there is no 
doubt that many of the articles sold are 
stolen. The truth, however, is that 
these markets are second-hand markets 
and that many of the fine articles which 
these Jews and Russian second-hand 
dealers sell have come tothemin a le- 


gitimate way. This second-hand 
market in St. Petersburg covers 
nearly a whole block. The  build- 


ing which constitutes it is cut up 
into all sorts of angles by arcades, 
and you go through narrow aisles, 
out upon which look ‘little cells packed 
full of second-hand goods and presided 
over by hard-looking women and vil- 
lainous men. It is said that. one’s pock- 
etbook is not at all safe in this quarter 


aadthat a stranger ought not to go, 


through it alone. I had a guide with 
me, and though the crowd was rather 
noisy and somewhat impudent it their 
requests thatI should buy of them, I 
saw nothing very dangerous or terrible. 
In some of these shops you wili find the 
finest of silver plate. There are bush- 
els of watches and old rugs, which are 
almost worth their weight in gold. The 
dealers, however, thoroughly appre- 
ciate the value of their goods, and real 
bargains are scarce. Much of the stuff 
is said to be brought to the market by 
servants, and now and then you can 
pick up a piece of bric-a-brac or plate 
that has been stolen from one of the 
palaces. Russia has a system of pawn- 
broking, andthe pawnshops are con- 
nected with the government. The 
money is loaned upon pledged arti- 
cles at a fixed rate, and all pledges 
which are not redeemed are sold 
atauction. This takes~ away a great 
deal of the pawning fromthe Jews, 
and the result is that you see few pawn- 
broking shops with the golden balls 
above them here. The Jews, however, 
lend a great deal of money on mort- 
gages, ahd the chief objection to them on 
the part of the Russians is that shortly 
after a Jew settles in a peasant village 
he is.found to possess a mortgage on 
every piece of valuable property in the 
village. The Russians themselves live 
from hand to mouth, ard both peasant 
and nobles spend their money as fast as 
they make it. They: are great bor- 
rowers and are wonderfully improvi- 
dent. The result is that the thrifty 
Jew has no trouble in getting away 
with them, and this is largely the rea- 
son that the Czar and his goverument | 
are anxious to get rid of him. There is” 
a law in Russia that any Jew can be 
sent back to the place of his nativity, 
if he moves thence without the permis- 
sionof the government, and this is 
what is being done with the Jews who 
have emigrated from one part of Russia 
tothe other. Many of the Jews, how- 
ever, prefer in moving to leave the 
country, andit is from these we are 
vetting a large number of our so-called 
expelled Jews.

LETTERS TO THE TIMES. 


The Buena Vista Street Pridge. 
LOs ANGELES, Oct. 22.—[To the Editor of 
Tue Times.) For six years past Ihave taken 
and carefully read Tas Times, and consider 
it by far the best medium for a fair and im- 
partial discussion of public interests. I 
venture to contribute this short item in re- 
gard to the electric car and Buena Vista 
bridge controversy. Let me suggest a plan 
by which the electric cars can pass over 
the Buena Vista bridge without endanger- 
ing the safety of the traveling public who 
wish to use this bridge, either with car- 
riage teams, on foot or as car passengers. 

The plan is this: Lower the north 
sidewalk on a level with the cefiter 
of the bridge, thus making a plane 
level across the bridge of twenty-five 
feetin width. Then let the electric cars 
pass over on the south side next the side- 
walk, occupying eight feet and ten inches, 
thus leaving sixteen feet and two inches 
for the carriage driveway over the bridge, 
which is wide enough to allow three car- 
riages all as wide as teams, to go abreast 
across the bridge and meet or pass the 
electric cars on the bridge without interfer- 
ing one with the other. 

In the article of your correspondent, 
“Team,"' of October 17, he says, and ex- 
plains by figures, that on Buena Vista 
street, between the cemetery andthe bridge 
(a distance of one-half mile), there ten 
and one-half feet clearance on eachjpide, 
between the space occu,ed by the cag and 
the curbing. 

Now, that being a fact, and the électric 
cars having been running there for several 
months and no trouble or comp/iint of the 
traveling public about meeting or passing 
the cars there with only ten and one-half 
feet clearance, how can ‘‘Team,”’ or any 
one, object to mecting the cars on 
the bridge with a clearance way of six- 
teen feet, being five and one-half wider 
than of the street west of the bridge, where 
the cars are now running? 

On this plan the expense will be but a 
trifie, and the Electric Car Company should 
be required to pay the cost of making 
the change on the bridge and its ap- 
proaches. 

From the bridge on the east side there is 
a mile and one-half track already laid, 
waiting this connection, which will accom- 
modate the public of both sections of the 
city who are living on or near this electric 
line, thus making it beneficial to many and 
detrimental to none. 

Let the facts be known, so that the Coun- 
cil may act wisely and for the best inter- 
ests of the public. PROGRESS. 

[This is merely another argument for 
surrendering a public bridge to the uses of 
a private corporation without adequate 
reason.—éD. | 


Against the Bonds. 

Los ANGELES, CAL., October 22, 1892.— 
[To the Editor of Tne Tres.] By the 
action of the Council of the city of Los An- 
geles, at their meeting of October 3, 1892, 
the people are asked to vote on the propo- 
sition of issuing bonds for the purpose of 
building water works for the hill section of 
the city. 

The plans, as designated and submitted 
by the City Engineer. were passed on by 
four local engineers atter avery brief ex. 
amination. For the remuneration of these 
gentlemen the Conncil appropriated the 
muniticent sumof $300, But as the in: 
spection of the plans only occupied a day 
or two, it is to be inferred that it was as 
meageras the pay. Notwithstanding the 
favorable report of these gentlemen, it is 
hardly to be expected that four-fifths of the 
people of this city will tax themselves to 
the tune of over a half-million dollars for 
the sole and exclusive benefit of the other 
fifth. 

Itis claimed that the greater part of 
this expenditure is to be made on a part of 
the system that will make the head.works 
for the whole city supply when the fran- 
chise of the Los Angeles City Water Com. 
pany expires. 

This is absolutely impossible, for the 
reason that at the point where these head. 
works are to be located there.is not sufl- 
cient water at times to supply the demands 
of the irrigators who are served by the 
ditch taken out at that point. 

It is true that for the past two or three 
years there has been considerable surplus 
water running on down the river; but this 
is unusual, anda very little investigation 
among the men who have taken care of 
the ditch for the past ten or twelve years, 
will convince the greatest enthusiast for 
this plan of the folly of locating head- 
works at the point contemplated, 

Furthermore by the terms of the lease 
with the city, under which the Los Angeles 
City Water Company operates its work, it 
is provided that at the expiration of the 
lease, the city will have to purchase the 
works of thecompany. This purchase. will, 
of course, include the company’s conduit, 
so thatthe construction of the one now 
proposed will be altogether superfiyous. A 
careful. and impartial investigation will 
convince any engineer that the point in the 
Los Angeles River that has an elevation 
sufficient to flow into the water company’s 
old conduit offers the greatest possible ad- 
vantages for the head of a domestic water 
supply for the city of Los Angeles, for the 
reason thatitis nearly the highest point 
attainable where a sufficient flow can be 
obtained with certainty atalltimes. When, 
in addition to this, we consider the fact 
that it has sufficient elevation to supply the 
greater and more populous portion of the 
city by gravity, and also that the water 
diverted there will flow tothe water com- 
pany’s reservoir, which the city will have 
to pay for when the lease expires, its 
abandonment in favor of the upper diver- 
sion seems ill advised. 

The advantages of the location of the 
resecvoir are not confined to its use as 
such, for it offers unequaled facilities for 
a pump station, being right alongside the 
railroad, where fuelcan be obtained at a 
minimum cost. The river flows right by it 
within a stone's throw, so that no matter 
what accident might befall the conduit or 
head works, the pumps would be supplied 
with water from the river by the addition 
to the pumping-plant of a small and inex- 
pensive centrifugal or other low-service 


pump. 

It willbe argued against this location 
that it will require the water to be pum ped 
about forty-five feet higher than it would 
from the sight proposed; but this is a 
small matter when we consider the small 
quantity, comparatively, that will be re- 
quired to be pumped. ‘The site proposed in 
the plans is at least three miles from the 
nearest railroad, and all the fuel required 
there will have to be transported by team. 
This expense of itself alone will more than 
offset the increased lift of the pumps, not 
considering at all the absolute security 
of having the river close by in case of acci- 
dent to the conduit. 

The plans as drawn up for the whole city 
propose three different pumping stations, 
two ot which will be remote from any rail- 
road, and expensive to operate in conse- 
quence. It will also require three sets of 
attendants to operate them. This feature 
ought to tind favor with the gentlemen who 
have political patronage to dispense, but 
will hardly suit the taxpayer, especially 
when he finds that there is no reason on 
earth why all the pumping can’t be done at 
one station, under one engineer, in one 
building, and with a very much decreased 
cost of installation, both for boilers and 
pumps. 

It would be considered rather a stupid ar- 
rangement, for instance, if the two cables 
necessary on the Temple street cable road 
were operated trom separate power sta- 
tions. Now, there is as much sense and as 
little necessity for dividing the pumping 
plant of the city as there would be fordriv- 
ing the two cables from separate stations. 

While we must recognize the upfortu- 
nate situation of the people on the hills, it 
cannot be expected that in our haste we 
will vote money for such an ill-contrived, 
amateurish scheme as these plans present. 
There is hardly a doubt of what the result 
would be were the proposition submitted 
to vote bonds for water works for the whole 
city. There can hardly be a doubt, either, 
of what way the hill people would vote six 
years from now on a proposition for the 
other $2,000,000 or $3,000,000 when 
they already had their own little water 
works in good running order. The people 
of the flats have not forgotten the emphatic 
objection of these people to expending city 
funds to protect the Httle homes of those 
washed out by the floods of 1864 and 1885. 
We will admit, however, that the hill ao 
came focward very generously ge of. 
fered to sell these poor victims lots-on the 
hills cheap, very cheap, for which the 
aforesaid victims were truly grateful.

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NO BOND SUIT. 


Mr. Hart’s Second “Official” 
Communication ~ 


Reasons for His Denial of the Appli- 
cation to Bring Suit. 


An Outfall Sewer an Absolute Neces- 
sity for the City. 


Hence He Thinks It Best to Allow the 
Bonds to Go Through Without a 
Fight in the Courts~A Pictures- 
que Document. 


Atty.-Gen. Hart yesterday ‘‘oficially’’ 
notified the city aut horities that he had 
decided to deny the application to 
grant leave to bring suit in the name of 
the State against-the city to determing- 
the validity of the outfall sewer bonds. 
There is no particular news in this 
statement, for the reason that every- 
one regarded his first communication 
as a big ‘bluff,’ and when he was so 
promptly called down by Mayor Hazard 
and City Attorney McFarland, even the 
janitors about the City Hall announced 
their willingness to take bets, and give 
liberal odds, that Mr. Hart would ‘‘come 
off the perch’’ just as soon as he could 
think upsome kind of an excuse to let 
himself down easy. This Mr. Hart has 
done, and while the letter will add 
nothing tothe gentleman's reputation 
as a lawyer, it answers its purpose just 
as well, as no one paid the slightest at- 
tention to his original opinion. For- 
tunately no harm has been done, and 
the honorable Attorney General has ex- 
tricated himself froma very awkward 
situation. Itisto be hoped in future 
that he willthink twice before attach- 
ing his official signature to documents 
without carefully reading them to see 
that they express in plain language the 
meaning he intends to convey. The 
letter is as follows: 


To the Mayor and City Attorney of the City 
of Los Angeles, Cal.—GENTLEMEN: On the 
17thinst. I sent a communication to the 
Mayor and Council of the city of Los Ange- 
les, informing them, among other things, 
that application had been made to me to 
grant leave to bring asuitin the name of 
the people of the State of California 
against the city of Los Angeles for the 

urpose of determining whether or not the 

395,000 issue of sewer bonds was legal, 
and requesting the Mayor and Council to 
inform meon Tuesday at 1:30 as tothe 
reasons why such suit should not be 
brought. On that day, at the hour stated, 
I received a communication from the 
Honorable Mayor and City Attorney, re- 
questing me tosee them at the Citv Hall. 
I replied that I would do so on Wednesday 
morning at 10 o'clock, and at that 
time I kept the appointment. I 
found upon investigation that the 
San Pedro street sewer, which is 
the present outfall sewer of the city, is 
taxed to its fullcapacity by reason of the 
increased population of the city since its 
construction; that at least $500,000 had 
been spentin the construction of sewers, 
which had been paid for by private parties 
under the statutes providing for the con- 
struction of such sewers, and that these 
were what are known as dead sewers; that 
the city had issued a bonded indebtedness 
of $374,000 tor the construction ef inter- 
cepting sewers, all of which have been 
constructed and are dead sewers; that the 
outfall sewer proposed to be built by the 
proceeds of the $395,000 bond-isse, above 
referred to, is a necessity for the purpose 
of receiving the sewage of all these sewers, 
and hence there seems to be great public 
necessity for the construction of the out- 
fall sewer in question in order that 
the sanitary condition of the city of 
Los Angeles may be properly and health- 
fully maintained; 
that the sewage of the city isin bad condi- 
tion, and that the construction of this out- 
fall sewer will remedy all defects and place 
the city in a first-class condition in that re- 
spect. 

Underthe law any taxpayer, rich or 
poor, has a right to apply to the Attorney- 
General to grant him leave to bring a suit 
in the name of the people for the purpose 
of testing the acts of any municipal cor. 
poration, andits power in referenceto the 
issue of any and every class of bonds, and 
when a municipal corporation, or its off- 
cers, acts in an ultra vires manner the At- 
torney-General has the right, either on his 
own complaint, or that of any taxpayer, to 
bring asuit to determine that question. 
Consequently, it follows that when such an 
application is made, itis for the Attorney- 
General to determine in his own mind 
whether or not asufficient case has been 
presented to warrant him in the exercise 
of his discretion to grant leave to bring 
such an action. It is true that he has a dis- 
cretion in such matters, but, like that of a 
court when a case is submttted to it, this 
discretion should be exercised for the pur- 
pose of obtaining full and complete justice, 
and, hence, indetermining these questions 
Ihave always concluded that, where the 
taxpayer had no other remedy than by a 
suit broughtin the name of the people, 
and where he was injured by the action 
complained of the discretion referred to 
should be exercised in favor of bringing 
the suit. 

There is one thing of which Los Angeles 
has always had the right to boast, and that 
is of her healthful and climatic conditions, 
and it can be readily seen thatif a perfect 
sewer system is not constructed and main- 
tained, she might suffer in that reputation, 
areputation in which all citizensof the 
State take delight. Finding as I did the 
Mayor and the City Attorneyin a caloric 
and malarial condition, Icame to the con- 
clusion that certainly a remedy ought to be 
provided to cure these defects, and I think 
that2 perfect sewer system will accomplish 
that end. 

As Messrs. Blair & Co., I understand, are 
willing to take the bonds, andif they should 
ever be declared invalid Messrs. Blair & Co. 
certainly would havea cause of action 
against the city torecover the money which 
they have paidor are about to pay the city, 
and as R. H. Chapman, the gentleman who 
requested me to bring the suit, has for the 
foregoing reasons consented, I have, in 
view of the public necessity of the sewer in 
question, determined to deny the applica- 
tion of Mr. Chapman to bring the suit: and 
it is so ordered. This, however, is without 
prejudice to the bringing or allowing to be 
brought, of an action to test the validity of 
any bonds hereafter voted for.

The report of the Committee on Laws 
and Legislation reads as follows: 
It appearing thatthe law of this State 
fegusating the assesment of taxes and the 


burdensome to the people. 

We hereby pledge ourselves to the sup- 
port of its amendment by embodying sub.

First—When the tax becomes delinquent 
there shall be added a penalty of 5 
cent. foreach month of such delinquency 
payable to the State. : 

Second—After the tax has been delin- 
quent for one year the’ property upon 
which the tax is a lien is to be sold by the 
proper officer tor the total amount of such 
Original tax, penalty and the cost of publi.

Third—The purchaser at such tax sale 
shall have a lien for the amount for which 
he shall have purchased the property, and 
25 per cent. in addition thereto, together 
with legal interest, until the redemption 
shall have taken place.

ment shall be made in two established 
daily newspapers of general circulation 
published in the county seat and having the 
largest sworn circulation, and represent. 


ing the two political parties casting the- 


highest vote respectively, at the last gen- 
eral preceding election; but in counties 
where no daily papers are published at the 
county seat, the publication shall be made 


‘in tri-weekly, semi-weekly or weekly news. 


papers, and where no newspaper is pub- 
lished at the county seat, the publication 
shall be made in any newspaper or news- 
papers in the county. Said publication 
shall be made by one insertion in each 
paper. 

Section 3. The rate of compensation to 
be allowed for such publication shall not 
exceed, for daily hewspapeérs, $1 for every 
ten lines, or 240 ems, of the usval adver- 
tising body type employed by the news- 
paper in which the publication may be 
made, the matter to be solid, without dis- 
play lines or unnecessary blank spaces, 
and the publication shall not extend be- 
yond a. single insertion. 

An act eae for the publication of 
monthly stat¢ments of city indebtedness. 

The People of the State of California, 
represented In Senate and Assembly, do 
enact aS follows: 

Section 1. The Auditor (or official whose 
duty it is to audit claims and demanéds) of 
every city in this State, having a popula- 
tion of more than 30,000, shall cause to be 
published oh or before the 10th day of each 
month, as hereinafter provided, a state- 
ment of each and every. demand against 
such city, that he shail have audited or ap. 
proved during the preceding month, show- 
ing the amount of each of said demands, 
and to whom payable and for what allowed, 
and out of what fund payable, and the sum 


total thereof. 


Sec. 2. The publication of said state- 
ment shall be made once every month in 
two established daily newspapers of general 


| circulation and representing the two lead- 


ing political parties casting the highest vote 
respectively at the last preceding general 
election. 

Sec. 3. The rate of compensation to be 
allowed for such publication shall not ex- 
ceed $1 for every ten lines, or 240 ems, 
of the usual body type employed by the 
newspaper in which the publication may be 


made, the matter to be solid, without dis- 


play lines of unnecessary blank spaces, and 
the publication shall not extend beyond a 
single insertion in each paper. 

The report also advocates that the 
fellowing pledge to support these bills 


be sent to the various candidates for the 
offices of assemblymen and senators: 

We hereby pledge ourselves to support 
and use our best endeavors to procure the 
passage at the next Legislasure of the an- 
nexed bills (Or those containing substan- 
tially the same provisions.) 

It was moved and carried that the 
president and secretary be instructed 
to send copies of these pledges to the 
county central committees of each 
county in the State an@ to ask that the 


candidates for the Senate and Assembly 


be pledged to the support of these 
measures, and also to send copies to the 
commercial bodies of the State asking 
them to support the measures. 

A communication addressed to Presi- 
dent C. M. Wells, asking him to speak 
at the meeting of the trades upions on 
the subject of the water bonds as a rep- 
resentative of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, was read, and the president was 
instructed to reply that it was not the 
desire of the Chamber of Commerce to 
take sides in this matter, and that it 
would not be possible for him to speak 
representing the organization. 

It was moved and. carried that the 
president be instructed to ten an in- 
vitation to W. H. Mills of San Fran- 
cisco to speak before the Chaimber of 
Commerce on the subject of the fruit 
industry of the State. 

It was moved and carried that tbe 
secretary be instructed to deposit 
$1500 of the surplus funds of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce to draw imterest in 
savings banks. 

Director Breed brought up the ques- 
tion of the building of case fér the 
new State Board of Trade rooms in San 
Francisco. 

Director Jevne said that the commit- 
tee consisting of himself, Director Ed- 
wards and the secretary having the 
matter in hand, had designed a case. 
and it would soon be ready to be placed 
in position in the San Francisco display. 

The board then adjourned.

THE BOY MURDER. 


Preliminary Examination of Chung 
Yung Commenced Yesterday. 


A Strong Circumstantial Case Being Made 
Out Against the Chinaman—A Num- 
ber of Damaging. Admissions 
by the Defendant. 


Justice Austin’s court-room was 
crowded yesterday morning at 10 
o’clock when the preliminary examina- 
tion of Chung Yung, alias Two Thumbs, 
on the charge of mvyrdering the little 
Mexican boy, Antonio Quijada, was held. 
The prisoner. when brought into court, 
took his seatinside the rail without 
giving the sligatest evidence of con- 
cern as he lapsed into that silence 
which he has so stolidly maintained 
much of the time since his arrest. 

Deputy District Attorney Phibbs, as- 
sisted by H. H. Appel, Esq., conducted 
the case for the people, and Judge 
Guthrie appeared for the defense. 

The forenoon was devoted to the tak- 
ing of the testimonyof the Chinese 
women, Mon Sing and Yu Lies, as tothe 
cries they heard at the time of the mur- 
der, their statements corresponding 
substantially with the story as pre- 
viously given. when the case rested un- 
til .afternoon at 2 o’clock, at which 
time the prosecution again announced 
itself ready to proceed. 

Ah Sue, the cousinof Chung Yung, 
testified that he had seen the defendent 
about noon onthe day ofthe murder of 
the Mexican. boy, Fernando Quijada, 
but that was the last time he saw him 
before he heard of the finding of the 
body about 5 o'clock. He, in company 
with other Chinamen, had gone to the 
house where Yung was said to sleep, 
and not finding him there the party had 
made their way around to the back 
yard where they found the body of the 
boy in the cess-pool, or closet. 

Ah Hing was also examined. He said 
he was a laborer, and on the day of the 
murder, late in the afternoon, he was 
cleaning some lamps in a Chinese store, 
when several countrymen camein and 
told of the reported murder and the dis- 


.4 appearance of Chung Yung, whom they 


thought was possessed with an evil 
spirit. 

Police Officer L. R. Harris was then 
putonm the stand. The -officer stated 
that he was on duty in Chinatown when 
the murdered boy was found. It was 
about 5:30 in the afternoon and he was 


a 


unknown Chinaman rushed up to him 
and said excitedly that a murder had 
been committed and conducted the of- 
ficer to the house where Yung formerly 
slept. The door was broken in anda 
thorough search made. 

The basket and hat found under the 
stairway in the rear room were then 
shown in court, identified by the wit- 
ness and filed as exhibits in evidence. 

At the time that he made the first 
search the offier said he did not succeed 
in finding anything more than the 
basket, but later, when Officer Whaling 
came on duty, thetwo started for the 
scene and while on the way were met 
by Chinamen ranning, who told him 
that a body had been found. He had 
then gone to the cesspool or closet and 
found the body and then telephoned for 
the Coroner. 

A vegetable gardener by the name of 
Ah Sam, who owns a garden below town 
in the Vernon district, testified that 
Yung had appeared at his place on 
Saturday last at 6 o’clock, when the 
latter had asked for money, saying that 
he had hit a boy and wanted some 
funds to pay his way out of the place. 
The witness said that Yung appeared 
to be very much frightened, and upon 
being refused money or lodging had 
gone away immediately. Sam’s evi- 
dence was the strongest presented by 
the prosecution during the examina- 
tion. 

‘Peter Sormano, whose father keéps a 
winery at the corner;of Macy and Lyon 
street, was offered as a witness and 
made a statement. Onthe day of the 
murder, about 6 o’clock in the evening, 
he had s¢ena lone Chinaman coming 
down the street, looking frequently to 
the right and to the left and finally dis- 
appearing in the cornfield adjacent to 
the Macy street vegetable gardens. He 
couldn’t identify the defendant posi- 
tively as the Chinaman whom he had 
seen. but was of the. opinion that the 
latter was of somewhat  slighter 
physique... 

Officer F. H. Steele was the next wit- 
ness, and recounted the story of Yung’s 
capture as already published in Tue 
TIMES. 

Chan Qui Sing, the Chinese interpre. 
ter, related upon the stand his conver- 
sation with Yung which. took place 
since his arrest, in which the defend- 
ant admitted that he had gone out to 
the garden to escape trouble, as he had 
hit a boy.. . 

Mr. Quijada, the father of Fernando, 
was placed in the chair as the last wit- 
ness for the prosecution at 5 o’clock, 
when the hearing was continued until
